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INTRODUCTION. 



IT would be an unpardonable negletf in the corn* 
piler of a work of this kind, it he did not pre- 
mife fome particulars, which, though known to 
^many, cannot be fo to the generality or purchasers, 
to whom a ready and fatisfadtory infpedlion into 
every thing regarding the Royal Family, as well as 
the Nobility ot England, will have, evidently, many 
ufes, which need not be enumerated. The King 
being the fountain of honour, I (hall give a brief, 
but exa& account of his pedigree. 

The moft high, moft mighty and moft excellent 
Prince, George- William Frederick, King of Great 
Britain, France and Ireland, Duke of Brunfwick Lu- 
nenburgh, Ele<5tor of Hanover, Arch-Treafurer and 
Prince of the facred Roman Empire, &c. &c. de- 
rives his defcent from very remote times. 

Azo the firft, Count of Efte, and Marquifs of 
Tufcany, was the emperor's vicar in Italy, and died 
in the year 970. 

To him fucceeded Thibaut his fon, who by the 
emperor Otho was created Marquifs of Efte, being 
alfo Lord of Lucca, Cremona, Mantua, Ferrara, &c. 
and he dying in 976, was fucceeded by Albert Azo 
bis brother ; which Albert dying in 995, was fuc* 
ceeded by Hugh his fon, whole wife was Mary* 
daughter to Theodatus Marquis of Parma, and by 
her he had Azo his fon and heir. 

Azo the fecond, who was the founder of the 
Brunfwick family, married Cunegunda, fift ^Jg 
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heirefs of Guelph the third, (of the family of the an- 
tient Gueiphs) Ear) of Altprf, Ravenfberg, and 
Duke of Carinthia, and by her he had Guelph the 
firft, of Efte, furnamed the Robuft; which Guelph, 
in the year 1071, was by the emperor Henry IV. 
made Duke of Bavaria ; and he marrying Judith* 
daughter of Baldwin the fifth, (furnamed of Lifle) 
Earl of Flanders, and widow of Tofto Earl of Kent, 
brother to Harold King of England, by her left iflue 
two fons, Guelph and Henry. 

Guelph the iecond, who, in the year 1101, fuc- 
ceeded his father, dying without imie, Henry the 
firft, his brother, called the Black, became heir j 
and he dying in 11*5, left iflue, by Wilfenden his 
wife* daughter of Magnus Billing, Duke of Eaft- 
Saxony,. GueJph, who fettled in Italy, and Henry 
the fecond, called the Haughty. 

This Henry married Gertrude, daughter of the em- 
peror Lothair II. of whom he had the inveftiture of 
Bavaria, and afterwards the dukedom of Saxony; 
and dying about the' year 1179, Was fucceeded by 
Henry the 3d, his fon, who was called the Lion, and 
was one of the moft powerful princes in Germany. 

He married Maud, daughter of Henry II. king of 
England, by whofe means he obtained the earldoms 
of Brunfwick Lunenburgh ; and dying in the year 
i I 9J> 'eft iflue three fons, where f Othowas the 4th ~ 
emperor of that name, Henry was count Palatine of 
the Rhine, by means of his wife Agnes, and William 
was duke of Brunfwick and Lunenburgh j for it 
was then that his brother Otho eredled thofe lands 
into a dukedom. 

This William the ift, furnamed Lcngfword, fuc- 
ceeded his brother Otho, married Helena, daughter 
of Voldemar King of Denmark, and by her was fa- 
ther of Otho, called the Young, who was Duke of 
Brjunfw;ck and Lunenburgh ; and dying in 1251, left 
iflue by Maud his wife, daughter of Aibert Marquis 
of Brandenburgh, two fons and four daughters.

Of the fons, Albert the elcleft, called the Great, 
fucceeded him ; and John, who was Duke ofLunea- 
burgh, and dying in 1330, left Otho, who died with- 
out iflue, and William ; which William alio dying 
childlefs in 1365, gave his eftate to his kinfman Mag- 
nus Torquatus. 

Albert the Great, who fucceeded his father, as 
above- mentioned, married Elizabeth, Daughter of 
Henry the Magnanimous, Duke of Brabant, by 
whom he had three fons, William, who died without 
iflue, Albert the Fat, his fucceflbr, and Henry the 
Admirable ; which laft had two fons, Henry the 
Young, father of Otho, who was the fourth hufband 
* of Joan Queen of Jerpfalem, Naples and Sicily ; and 
Erneftus, whofe pofterity ended in the fifth gene- 
ration. 

From Albert the ad, called the Fat, who died in 
1319, are defcended all the Princes of the houfe of 
Brunfwick npw in being; for he marrying Ricca, 
daughter of the Duke of the Herules and Vandals f 
by Her had Magnus, the Meek, his fucceflbr, whofe 
Wife was Sophia, daughter to Henry Marquis of 
Brandenburgh, and by her he had Magnus Torquatus 
or chain-bearer, fo named from a filver chain he 
wore about his neck. 

This Magnus the ad, who in 1361, fucceeded his 
father, married Catharine, daughter of Voldemar, 
ele&or of Brandenburgh ; and he dying in n 73, by 
her left three fons, whereof Frederick was Duke of 
Brunfwick, and eletfed emperor; but in the year 
1400, was murdered at Friflar, by Count Waldech ; 
Barnard was progenitor of the Dukes of Lunenburgh ; 
andL Henry was Prince of Calemberg and Wolfen- 

buttel. 4 

About the year 14.28, Bernard had the Dukedom 
of Lunenburgh, ar>d his father's right over the city 
of Brunfwick, by partition made with his nephews ; 
and dying atZell, in MM, left iflue by Margaret 
his wife, daughter to Wenceflaus, ekttor of s *gjg£ 
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Otho, Turnamed the Lame, who had no iflue, and, 
Frederick called the Juft ; which Frederick, in 1478, 
died in a monaftery at Zell, leaving iflue by Magda- 
len his Wife, daughter of Frederick elector of Bran- 
denburgh, two fons. 

Of the fons, which were Bernard and Otho, the 
eldeft dying in 1464, without iffye, Otho his brother 



Anne of Naffau his wife, a fon named Henry, who 
was called the Young, whofe wife was Margaret,, 
daughter to Erneftus duke of Saxony ; and dying 
at Paris in 15311 left by her 3 fons, Otho, Francis, and 
Emeitus, who all fabfcribed the Augiburgconfcflion, 
and Erneft Duke of Lunenburgh, who died in 1564,. r 
was one of the moil zealous Princes in defending 
and fupporting the Proteftant religion in Germany, 
and was the firft Proteftant Prince in this family. 

He married Sophia, daughter of Henry Duke of 
Mecklenburgh, by whom he had Francis Otho, who 
died in 1 559, three months after he had married Eli- 
zabeth, daughter of Joachim, the ad Marquis of 
Brandenburgh ; Henry Earl of Dannebergh, who 
was anceftor of the houfe of Brunfwick- Woltenbuttle*. 
and died in 1598 ; and William Duke of Lunenburgh - 
Zell, born July 4, i53J> from whom is defcended 
the houfe of Hanover ZelJ, of which King George 
is the head. 

He married Dorothy, daughter of Chriffian lit. 
King of Denmark ; and dying Aug. ao, 1592, by 
her left feven fons and^ feven daughters ; of which, I 
George, who was born in 1582, fucceeded him ; and 
he dying in 16411 left iflue by Anne Eleanor his 
wife, daughter of Lewis Landgrave of Hefle-Darra- 
ftadt, four fons, and a daughter named Sophia* Ame- 
lia, who was married to Frederick III. King of Den- 
mark. 

Of the fons, which were Chriftian- Lewis, George- 
William, John- Frederick, and Erneft- Auguftus, the

became heir; and he dyi 
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of the bi/hoprick of Ofnabrug, for the Aufourg con- 
feffion, viz. the proteftant 6r reformed religion; 
and in 1662, purfuant to the treaty of Weftphalja, 
made anno 1648, fucceeded count Francis of Wir- 
tembergh in the faid bifhoprick. 

He alfo, in 1680, became Duke of Hanover, as 
heir to his brother John-Frederick, who died with- 
out iflue male, and on the 17th of Odtober 1692, ,hq 
was by the emperor Leopold created at Ratiftoiv 
oth eledtor of the empire, viz. of Brunfwick-Lunen- 
burgh, and to his heirs male; and on the 49th of 
December following, the faid emperor gave the fo- 
lemn inveftiture at Vienna, by delivering the electo- 
ral cap to the Duke of Hanover's plenipotentiaries, 
and' declared him eledtor, with the office of Gonfa- 
lonier, or Standard-bearer of the empire, (and the em- 
peror Jofeph, the fon of Leopold, when he put the 
eledtor of Bavaria under the imperial Ban, gave Duke 
Erneft the poft of Great Treafurer of the empire, 
which had belonged to the eledtor Palatine;) but 
this new title of eledtor being oppofed by ieveral of . 
the German Princes, the difpute continued till June 
30, 1708, when all the three colleges of the empire 
agreed to the eftablifhment of this new eledtqrate/ 
in the perfon of that eledtor's eldeft fon, George* . 
Lewis, (late King of Great-Britain) and on Sept. 7* 
following, he was admitted into the eledtoral- college; 
and the office of arch-treafurer of the empire was 
given to the faid eledtor of Brunfwick in 1709, in 
which year, on the 17th of April, the emperor Jo- 
feph died: 

In 1658, the faid eledtor Erneft (who died in 1698) 
marrying the Priocefs Sophia, fifth and youogeft 
daughter to Frederick V. Eledtor Palatine of the 
Rhine, (eledted King of Bohemia, Nov. 4, 16 19, and 
died Nov. 9, 163a) by Elizabeth of Great Britain, 
eldeft daughter to King James I. (niece to- the royal 
martyr, filter to the famous Prince Rupert, conhn- 
fierman to the Kings Charles and James II- and their 
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royal fifter, Mary Princefs of Orange) by that mar- 
riage and h : s own birth, he had in his veins forae of 
all the royal .blood of Europe. 

To difplay the affinity of the pr^fent ray*! family 
to>the Welcn nation, I lhali intrpduce the following 
abftra<fted genealogy. 

CAdwalader the laft King of Britain, was fur- 
named Bhendiged, or the Blefled ; he was the 
fon of King Cadwaflan (defcended from Coe! Ge- 
deboc, King of Britain) but had no great fway, the 
Saxons having eftabliftied feven kingdoms in Britain, 
and obliged the Britains to retire, fome b-yond the 
Rivers Severn and Dee, and others into Cornwall 
and Little Britain, or Armorica, in France. 

Amongtt the latter went King Cadwalader, to his 
coufin Alan II. then King of Little Britain, and 
from thence in 680^ to Rome, and died in 688, his 
anceftors having reigned in Britain 18*7 years. 

When King Cadwalader retired to Rome, his fon 
Edwal Wyrch of the Roe, fir ft King of Wales, was 
very young, and under the tuition of Alan II. King 
of Little Britain, above mentioned ; and this King \ 
Alan, having a fon named Iver, to him Edwal re- 
figned the kingdom. 

After the death of Cadwalader, the faid Ivor, be- 
ing accompanied by his coufin Edwal, came over 
from France, and routing the Saxons, poffefled him- 
felf of the counties of Cornwall, Devon, and Some r- 
fet, and then married Ethelberga, coufin to Ken- 
twyn, King of the Weft-Saxons ; whofe nephew 
Cadwall, refigned to Ivor the kingdom, which he 
-enjoyed for fome years, and then went to Rome. 

This Ivor, whohy fome Hiftorians was called Ina, 
began his reign anno 688, and in 7*7> refigned to 
Ackiard bis coufin. 

To Edwal Wyrch, or the Roe, firft King of Wales, 
After his father's retirement (and came over frem 

France 
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France with his coulin Ivor as above-mentioned) fuc- 
ceeded Roderick Malwynoc, who in 727, became 
Kins? of Wales, and died in 755. 

This Roderick having two fons* Conan, his heir 
in the kingdom, and Howel ; the faid Howel took 
Anglefea from his brother Gonan, and afterwards 
had the Ifle of Man given him by Merfyn, for life* 
.and died in 825. 

Conan, who was lurnamed Tindaythwy, dying in 
8r8, left a daughter named Efylht, who was his fole 
heir ; and flie marrying Merfyn Frych, fon of Gwy- 
rya^, fon of Eiidure, lineally defcended from Coel 
Go-ieboc, King of Britain, and of Nefta, daughter 
of Cadelh ap Brochwel ap Elis, King of Powis, he 
in her right became King of Man, and was alfo king 
of Wales ; and dying in 843, by her left a fon who 
was called Roderick Mawr, or the Great King of 
Wales. 

This Roderick Mawr, marrying Angharad, daugh- 
ter and heir to Meyric ap Dyfnall ap Arthen ap Sit- 
fylht, King of Cardigan, by her had three fons, 
which were Anarawd, Prince of North Wales, Ca- 
delh, Prince of South Wales, and Merfyn Prince of v 
Powis; which Merfyn loft his principality to his 
brother Cadelh, and was (lain by the Danes, Ann. 
Dam. 900, leaving no ifTue. 

Anarawd, brother to Merfyn, became Prince of 
Notth Wales, A. D. 877, and dying in 913, left 
two fons, Edwal Foel Prince of North Wales, and 
El s, who were both (lain, A. D. 940, by the Eng- 
lifh and Danes ; but Edwal leaving three 10ns, Mey- 
ric, Jevaf, and Jago, the latter, in 948, became 
Prince of North Wales jointly with his brother Jevaf, 
but was expelPd by his nephew Howel, which put 
an end to the line of Jago, 

Jevaf (his brother Meyric being fet aftJe by him 
anil h'S brother Jago, atd imprifoned by his nephew 
Howel) became Prince of North Wales, fucceeding 
Howel Dha, and to him in 971, fucceeded Hoxycl 
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his fon, which Howel alfo fucceeded his uncle Jago ; 
but in 984., was (lain in a battle with the Englifh, 
and was fucceeded in the principality of North Wales,, 
by his brother nam^d Cadwalhon. 

This Cadwalhon being flain in 985, by Meredith 
ap Owen, and dying without iflue, we return to 
Howel his brother before mentioned, which Howel 
had a fon named Conan, but he being flain in the 
year iooj, by Aedan ap Blegorad, who ufiirped the 
dominion of North Wales, after the death of Edwal 
ap Meyric, and was flain by Lhewelyn ap Sitfylhr* 
A- D. ioij, put an end to that line ; fo that we re- 
turn to Meyric, who was fet afide by his brothers Je- 
vaf and Jago, as above mentioned. 

This Meyric had a fon named Edwal, who wast 
Prince of North Wales, fucceeding Meredith ap 
Owen, A. D. 99* ; -but he being flain in a battle with 
Harold the Dane, An. rbo3, Jago his fon became 
Prince of North Wales, fucceedipg Lhewelyn ap Sit- 
fylht, anno xoai ; but this Jago being flain by 
Gruffyth ap Lhewelyn, who fucceeded him in 1037, 
Conan, the fon of the faid Jago, warred with the faid 
GrufFydh ap Lhewelyn for the principality of North 
Wales, and marrying Ranulph, daughter of Alfred 
King of Dublin, -by her had a fon named GrufFydh, 
who was Prince of North Wales, he fucceeding Tra- 
haern ap Garadoc, whom he flew in 1080. 

This GrufFydh married Angharad, daughter to 
Owen ap Edwyn, which Owen rebelled againft him, 
and invited the Englifh into Wales, who in 1097, 
appointed him Prince ot the country ; but he foon 
lohng it, and dyipg in 1 102, the faid GrufFydh, who 
married his daughter, having a. fon by her, and a 
daughter named Gwenlhian ; the faid daughter be- 
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brother Owen, who was furnamed Gweynedh, fucceed- 
ing his father in 1146* was Prince of North Wales. 
This Owen had two fons, and a daughter named 

Gwen- 

S 
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Gwenlhian, which daughter was married to Owen 
Cyfeilioc, Lord of Powis, as hereafter will appear. 

Of the faid two fons of Owen Gweynedh, Jor- 
werth Drwyndwn, the eldeft, was fet afide on ac- 
count of his broken nofe; and Dav'd his brother, 
fucceeding his father, anno 1 170, was Prince of North 
Wales; but he dying unmarried in 1195, Lhewelyn 
his Nephew, the fon of Jorwerth his brother, fuc- 
ceeded him, and was Prince of North W*les ; and 
foon after the death of GrufFydh ap Rhys, Prince of 
South Wajes, received Homage from his fon Rhys, 
and became Prince of all Wales. 

This Lhewetyn, who died in 1240, married Joan» 
daughter to John King of England, and by her had 
David his heir in his principality, and 3 daughter named 
Gladys, who was married to Sir Ralph Mortimer. 

David, who, in 1240, fucceeded his father, and 
was Prince of all Wales, dying in 1246* unmarried, 
we fhall now fpeak of GrufFydh, his father's bale 
fon, who was father of three fons, Lhewelyn, Owen, 
and David ; whereof Owen, who was Prince of 
Wa'es jointly with his brother Ll ewelyn for fome 
time, joined his brotSer David againft Lhewelyn ; 
but they in 1255, being both overcome and impii- 
faned by Lhewelyn; and David, after his brother 
Lhewelyn's death, being delivered up to the Welch, 
and beheaded at Shrewfbury, anddying without i/fue, 
as did Owen his next brother, Lhewelyn the elddx 
was the laft Prince of Wales, but was routed by 
Edward I. King of England, Anno Dom. 1282, and 
his head fet on the Tower of London. 

This Lhewelyn leaving iffue a daughter named 
Catharine, who was his fole heir, {he was married to 
Lhewelyn ap GrufFydh ap Tangwifth, and by him 
had a daughter named Eleanor, which daughter being 
married to Thomas ap Lhewelyn ;p Owen ap Mere- 
dith Lord Ifcoed, by him had a daughter named 
Margaret, who being married to Tudor ap Gronw ap 
Tudor, by him had a fon named Meredith ap J" dor, 
Whole wife was Margaret, daughter to Dafydc^y Google 



chan, and by her had a fon named Owen Tudor, I 
which fon (who was defcended by MTue male from 
Keman the fon of Coel, King of Britain, and bro- 
ther to Hellen, mother to Conftantine the Great ; I 
as alfo fromRoderic Mawr, the Great King of Wales 
before mentioned) marrying Queen # Catharine, 
youngefl daughter to Charles VI. King of France, 
and widow of King Henry V. of England, by her had 
iirue three fons, viz. Edmund Tudor Earl of Rich- 
mond, Jafper, and Owen, and a daughter that died in 
her infancy. 

Edmund; Earl of Richmond, married Margaret, 
fo!e daughter and heir to John Beaufort, Duke of 
Somerfet, f m of John Earl of Somerftt, fon to John 
of Gaunt, Duke of Lancafter, 4th fon of King Ed- 
ward III. (and fo named, being born at Gaunt in 
Flanders) and by her had Henry VII. King of Eng- 
land, (and firft of (he Surname of Tudor) whofe wife 
was Elizabeth, eldeft daughter to King Edward IV. 
and by her, bt fides a daughter named Margaret, he 
had Henry VI II. of England, which Henry VIII. had 
Edward VI. King of England. Mary, who fucceed- 
ed her brother Edward, and Elizabeth, who fuc- 
ceeded Mary; which Queen Elizabeth dying in 
1603, unmarried, and her brother and lifter w'thout 
iffue, put an end to that line ; fo that we (hall now 
return to Margaret before-mentioned, the daughter 
of K ng Henry VII. 

This Margaret married James IV. King of Scots, 



* The wife of King Henry V. was Catharine, 
youngeft daughter of Charles VI. King of France ; 
{he died Jan. 3, 1437, in the 38th year of her ape, 
and was buried in the chapel of Our Lady, in Weft-, 
minfter- Abbey ; but her corpfe being taken up in 
the re?gn of King Henry VII. her grandfon, when 
he laid the foundaton of his new chapel there; fhe 
was never fince buried, but remains ab©ve ground, 
in a coffin of boards. 
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flairi A. D. 1513^ who by her had James V. King 
of that country, and a. daughter Margaret; which 
daughter was married to Matthew Stuart,. Earl of 
Lennox, and by him wa* mother of Henry Loid 
Darnley. 

King fames V. of Scotland, who died in 154 *t 
married Mary of Lorrain, and by her had Mary Queen 
of Scotlard, who was heheadea in 1587 ; which faid 
Queen having married the above mentioned Henry 
Lord Darnley, by him had Jame^the fixth of Scot- 
land and firft of England, who died At). 1625 ; and 
he marrying Anne, daughter of Frederick IU King 
of Denmark, by her, belides Henry Prince of Wales, 
and Charles I. of England, who was beheaded, had 
a daughter named Elizabeth ; which daughter (who 
died in 1662) being married in 1613, to Frederick 
V. Eleflor Palatine of the Rhine, King of Bohe- 
mia, who t'ied in 163a, by him had a daughter 
named Sophia, who died in 1714; but in 1658, (he 
being married to Erneft, Elector of Brunfwick be- 
fore-mentioned, by him had the following iflue, 
viz. 

1. Gecrge-Eewis, of whom more in its place. 

2. Frederick- Auguftus, born OA. 3, 1661, and oil 
the 13th of Dec. 1690, being captain of the guard 
in the imperial army, was flain in Tranfilvania, (un- 
married) fighting againft the Turks. 

3. Maximilian William, born December 23, i666 f 
(N. S.) and died on the 16th of June 1726, un- 
married. 

4. Charles- Philip, born 08. 13, 1669, and was 
flain in the battle of Cafaneckin Tranfilvania, Jan. i f 
1690, fighting againft the Turks. 

5. Chriftian, born Sept. 29, 1671, and was drown- 
ed in the Danube, unmarried, after the battle of 
Munderkingen, July 31, 1703. 

6. Erneft-Auguftus, born Sept. 17* 1^74* and 
was Prince of Brunfwick-Lunenburgh. 

In 1 716, he was eletted Proteftant orfeo*larbi- 



fhop of Ofiiabrug in Germany, (in the room of the \ 
late Roman Catholick bifhop, Charles- Jofeph, Prince 
of Lorrain, who died December 14, 1715) purfuant 
to the 13th article of the treaty of Weftphalia, 
wherein it was ftipulated, that the See of Ofnabrug 
fhould be alternately poflefled by a Roman Catholick 
and a Proteftant prince (the inhabitants being a m x- 
ture of both religions) in fuch a manner, that when 
it Should be the turn of a Proteftant, he (hould al- 
ways be chofen in the moft ferene houfe of Duke 
George of Brunfwic-Lunenburgh ; and in cafe the 
male line of that branch' of the Brunfwick fami'y 
fhal! become extindt, the alternate right to that bi- j 
ihoprick fhould go to the line of Auguftus Duke of 
Brunfwick- Wolfenbuttle* 

\ On the 19th of June 1716, the faid Erneft-Au- 
guftus, Bifhop of Ofnabrus?, was created Duke of 1 
York in England, Duke of Albany in Scotland, and 
Earl of Ulfter in Ireland ; and on the firft of July 
following, being elected a Knight of the Moft Noble 
Order of the Garter, was inftalled at Windfor the . 
30th of April, 1 718, by his proxy Sir Adolphus 
Oughton,Kt. and Bart, but died on the 14th of Aug, 
J 728, N. S. unmarried. 

Sophia Charlotte, only daughter of Duke Erneft 
and the Princefs Sophia, and lifter to the fix fons 
above mentioned, became the ad wife of Frederick 
the 3d, Marquis of Brandenbu«-gh, who in the year 
1700, with the confent of the Emperor Leopold, af* 
fumed the title of King of Pruflu, and died in 171*1 
having had iflue by his faid wife (who died at Hano- 
ver Feb. 1, 1704-5) two fons, Frederick- Auguftus, 1 
born Oft. 6, 1685, and died Feb, 21, 1686, and Fre- 
derick- William, late King of Pruffia, born Aug. 4, 
1688 ; who on the 18th of Nov. 1706, was married 
to his coufin German, the Princefs Sophia- Dorothea, 
only daughter of George I. late King of Great Bri- 
tain, of whom I (hall now fpeak. 
GeorgerLewis 1 eldeftof the fix fons of Duke Er- 

* 1 neft 
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Heft and the Princefs Sophia, who was born the 28th 
of May, Anno 1660, in the palace of Ofnabrug in 
Weftphalia, on the 18th of Jan. 1698-9, fucceeded 
his father in all his titles and dominions, (except that 
of the Biftioprick of Ofnabrug) which fell to his bro- 
ther Duke Erneft, by virtue of the treaty of Weft- 
phalia, as before-mentioned. 

At a chapter of the Knights of the Garter, held 
at Kenfington on the 18th of June 1701, the 13th 
of William III. he waseledled a Knight of that Moft 
Noble Order; and on the 21ft of the faid month, 
Charles Gerard, Earl of Macclesfield, and Gregory 
King Efq; Lancafter Herald, were fent to Hanover 
with the habit and enfigns of the faid order ; where, 
on the 3d of Auguft following, he received the Gar- 
ter and George, and the next day being Sunday, he 
was inverted with the whole habit ; and on the 13th 
of jMarch 1702-3, the ad of Queen Anne, he was in- 
ftalled at Windfof, by his proxy Charles Lord 
Mohun. 

Upon the demife of Queen Anne, Auguft I, 1714, 
he acceded to the crown of Great Britain, and was 
crowned at Weftminfter on the 20th of Odtober en- 
fuing ; and having reigned in England 12 years, 10 
months, and 10 days, died the nth of June 1727, 
at Ofnabrug, (in the palace of his brother the Duke of 
York, where he was born) as he was on his journey 
% to Hanover. 

On the 21ft of Nov. 168a, he was married to So- 
phia-Dorothea, his (irft coufin, only child and heir- 
efs of his father's brother, George-William, Duke 
of Brunfwick-Zell (who died on the 21ft of Auguft 
1705) by Eleanora de Mires, his wife, daughter of 
Alexander Lord of Olbreuze in France, and by her 
(who was born in 1666. and died on the 2d of No- 
vember 1726, in the caftle of Althen, in the Electo- 
rate of Brunfwick Lunenburgh, where (he had lived 

many years) had George- Auguftus, late King of 

a s Great 
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Great Britain ; and a daughter named Sophia- Dora- ! 
thea, who was born on the 16th of March 1686 7, 
and on the 14th of November 1706, N. S. was mar- 
ried to Frederick- William, late King of PrufTia, by 1 
whom (he had five fbns and five daughters. Note, 
here we are to undeiftand, that the mother of the 
late King of Pruflia, was the or»ly fitter of King 
George I. and his wife Was the only daughter of that 
Kinp. 

His moft facred Majefty George II. late King of 
Great Britain, who was born on the 30th of 0&. 
1 68 3 , was in a chapter held at Kenfington on the 4th 
of April 1706, the jth of Qjieeo Anne, eledted a Knt. 1 
of the moft n-jb!e order of the Garter ; and on the 
4 2d of the fame month, Charles Montague, Lord 
Hallifax, and John Vanbrugh, Efq; Clarencieux king 
of arms, were commiifionedby her Majefty to carry 
the habit and enfigns to Hanover, whereon the 31ft 
of May, O. S. he received the Garter and lefler 
George, as on Sunday evening the ad of June, he was 
invefted with the whole habit of the Order ; and on 
the aad of December the fame year, was inftalled at 
Windfor by his proxy. 

On the 9th of November 1706, the 5th of Queen 
Anne, he was, by letters patent bearing date at 
Weftminfter, created Baron of Tewkfbury, in the 
county of Gloucefter, Vifcount Northallerton in the 
county of York, Earl of Milford haven in the county 
of Pembroke, and Marquis and Duke of Cambridge; 
entailing the fame 00 the heirs male of his body for 
ever; and as a farther addition of honours, an a£l 
of parliament then paffed, which gave-him the pre- 
cedence of all the reft of the peers of Great Bri- 
tain. 

On the 1 7th of Sept. 1714, in the firft of his fa- 
ther's reign, he was created Prince of Wales, and 
the fame year (by parliament) declared Earl of Chef- 
ter and Flint ; and during the King's abfence> from 

6 . ' Jufy 
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July 7» to January 18, 1716-17*^ was guar- 

dian of the realm, and lieutenant within the lame; 
and befides the titles above mentioned, he was (whillt 
Prince of Wales) one of his Majefty's privy council, 
one of the governors of the Charter- Houfe, captain 
general of the artillery-company, and chancellor of 
the univerfity of Dublin, and was the only prince of 
Wales fince the Black Prince, fon to King Edward 
III. that had children alive in his father's reign. 

On the nth of June 17x7? he fucceededhis father 
in the monarchy of Great Britain, &c. was on the 
14th of the faid month proclaimed in London, as on 
the 19th he was in Edinburgh and Dublin; and on 
the nth of O&ober (with his Queen) was crowned at 
Weftminfter. 

On the 2d of Sept*. 170J, his Majefty was married 
to Wiihelmina- Caroline, (who was born on the firft 
of March, 1681-3) daughter to John Frederick, 
Marquis of Brandenburgh-Anfpach, (by Eleanor- 
Erdmu'h-Louifa his fecond wife, daughter to John- 
George, Duke of Saxe-Eyfenach) and by her he had 5 
the following iflue, viz. 

1 . His Royal Highnefs Frederick-Lewis, Pxince of 
Wales, &c. &c. &c. born at Hanover, January 20, 
1706-7, and died March 20, 1750- 1. His Royal 
Highnefs married, April 27, 1736, Augufta, Prin- 
cefsof Saxe-Gotha, and by her had ifliie, 1. Aut 
gufta, now PrinceG of Brunfwick, born on July 31, 
i737> who has iflue a fon and a daughter*. 2. Hi$ 
prefent Majefty, of whom hereafter. 3. Edward^ 
Auguftus, Duke of York,, born March 14* 1738-9; 
4. Elizabeth-Caroline, born December z$i 1740, 
died Sept. 4, 1759. j. William-Henry, Dokc of 
Gloucester, born Nov. 14, 1743* 6. Henry Frede- 
rick, born 0«5t. 27, 1745- 7- Louifa-Anne, born, 
March 8, 1748 9. 8 . Frederick- William, Born May 
*3> I7J°> and died Dec. 31* i7&5« 9, Caroline Ma-^ 
t.lda, born July 11, J7J*. 

*. Anne, late Princefc of Orange, mother of the ^ 
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prefent Prince, and the Princefs of Naflau Wellburgh, 
\vho was married to his Moft Serene Highnefs 
Charles William, Prince of Orange, March 14, , 
1734, and died Jan. 12, 1759. ' 

3. Amelia Sophia-Eleonora, born May 30, 1711. 

4. Elizabeth Caroline, born May 30, 17J3, and 
died Dec. 28, 1758. 

5- William Auguftus, Duke of Cumberland, borii 
April 15, 1721, and died Oft. 31, 1765. 

H. Mary, born Feb. 22, i7**-3, and May 8, 1740, 
married to Charles, then Prince, but now Land- 
grave of HefTe-Caffel, by whom Ihe has iflue Wil- 
liam, the Hereditary Prince, married to his coufin, 
the Princefs Sophia Magdalena> Princefs of Den- 
mark ; Charles and Frederick. 

7. Louifa, born Dec, 27, 1724, and in November 
1743 j married to the Prince Royal, late King of 
Denmark, by whom fhe was mother of the prefent 
King, Chriftian IV. and the Princefles, Sophia Mag - 
dalena (above-mentioned) Wilhelniina- Carolina and 
Lotiifa. She died Dec. 8, 1751. 

Her Majefty Queen Caroline died on Nov. 2d ? 
* 73 7* and his late moft facred Majefty George II. i 
()&. 25, 1760, at his palace of Kenfington, by the 
rupture of the right ventricle of his heart, and was 
fucceeded by his prefent moft gracious Majefty, 
George ill. (his grandfon) who was proclaimed on 
Oft. 26, with the ufual ceremonies, and was married, { 
on Sept. 8, 1761, at St. James's, to hier ferene high- 
iiefs Sophia- Charlotte, Princefs of Mecklenburgh 
Strelitz, born May 16, i744> (youngeft daughter of 
Prince Charles Lewis, and fitter ot Adolphus- Fre- 
derick IV. now Duke of Mecklenburgh-Strelitz.) 
Their Majefties were crowned, Sept. i%, 1761, with 
the createft fplendor and magnificence. By his royal 
conlort he has iffae* 1. George Augiiftus-Frederick, 
Prince of Wales, born Auguft 12. 1762, who on 
Dec; H, i76ji was felled a Knight of the Gar- 
ter; 
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ter, and is captain general of the artillery company 
of London. 2. Prince Frederick, born Aug. 16, 

1763, elected Prince Biftiop of Ofnabrug, Feb. *7, 

1764, 3. Prince William Henry, born Auguft 21, 
1765. 

ARMS. 

After the Conqueft, Anno 1066, the Kings of 
England bare two Leopards, borne firft by the Con- 
queror as Duke of Normandy, till the time of Henry 
II. who in the right of his mother annexed her pa- 
ternal coat, the lion of Aquitain, which being of the 
fame field, metal, and form with the leopards, from 
thenceforwards they were jointly marflulled in one 
fliield, and blazon 'd three lions as at prefent. 

King Edward III. in right of his mother, (who 
Was Ifabel, daughter to Philip IV. furnamed the Fair, 
King of France, whofe fons, Lewis, Philip, and 
Charles, all. Kings of France fucceffively, dyed with- 
out iflue male) the better to profecute his claim to the 
crown of France, ftrengthened himfe! f by al liances with 
the Emperor of Germany, and feveral other princes 
and ftates. In January 1340, being in perfon in the 
Netherlands, he concluded a treaty with the Flem- 
ings, whereby they engaged to acknowledge and 
affilt him as their fovereign, provided he fhould take 
upon him the arms, as well as the title of King of 
France; which he did accordingly, and thereupon 
received their homage. 

It is obfervable, that at firft he placed the arms of 
England in the i ft and 4th quarters; and thofe of 
France, which at that time were, azure, femee of 
fleurs-de-lis* Or, it* the ad and 3d quarters, with this 
Motto, Dieu & mon Droit ; thereby declaring, he 
confided only in God, and the juftice of his caufe* 
Soon after, either tp gratify the French nation, or 
becaufe theirs was the more ancient and greater mo- 
narchy, he placed the fleurs-de-lis in the ift or 41 
or more honourable quarters: And" when , ^Charij. 
VI. of France, reduced the fcmec to three fleurs^ 
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li% King Henry V. of England, who conquered I 
France, did the like; and placed England, which il 
was, gules, threelions paffant-guardant, or, (as above) * 
before France ; but Henry VI. of Eng'and, being 
crowned at Paris King of France, the fleurs-de-lis « 
were again placed firft. 

King James I. upon the union of England and 
Scotland, caufed the arms of France and England to 
be quartered with thofeof Scotland and Ireland, viz. 
xft, France and England quarterly ; 2d, Scotland; 
3d, Inland ; 4th, as the firft : But fince the union 
with Scotland, Anno 1707, the 6th of Queen Anne, 
the fleurs de-lis are placed on the 2d quarter ; and 
fince the acceflion of Kir g George K Anno 1 714, the 
royal atchitvement is marfhalled as follows, viz. 

Quarterly, in the firft grand quarter, Mars, three 
liors paflant-guardant in pale, fol, the imperial en- 
figns of England, empaled with, the royal arms of 
Scotland, which are fol, a lion rampant, within a 
double treflure flowered and counterflowered with 
fleurs de-lis, Mars ; the ad quarter is the royal arms 
of France, viz. Jupiter, three fleurs -de -1 s, fol ; the 
3d, the enfign o? iTclard, which is, Jupiter, an hatp, 
fol, ftringed Luna ; and the 4th grand! quarter is his 
prefent IVbjefty's own coat, viz. Mars, two lions paf- 
iant guardart, f J, for Brunfwick, impa'ed with Lu- 
nenburgh, which ia, fol, fcmee of heam, proper, a 
l : on rampant, Jupiter, having ancient Saxony, viz. / 
Mars, an horfe currenV Luna, ente (or grafted) in 
bafe ; and in a fhield fin tout, Mars, the diadem or 
crown of Charlemaine, (which will be defcribed* in 
its place) the whole within a Garter, as fovereign of 
thatmoft noble order of Knighthood, inferibed with 
this Motto, Honifoit qui mal y penfe, given by King 
Edward III. the founder of the faid Order..

^ On the dexter fide, a lion guardant, fo!, crowned 
as the creft, (the proper Supporter of the JEnglifh 
enfign) on th* finifter, an unicorn Luna, horned, 
mai-ed, and hoofed, fol, gorged with a collar of 
crofTes pattee and fleurs-de-lis, a chain thereto af- 
fixed, all gold, both Handing on a compartment, from 
whence iflue (from one ftem) the two royal badges 
of his Majefty's chief dominions, viz. on the right* 
a rofe party per pale, argent and gules, ftalked and 
leaved vert, for England ; and on the left, a thiftle 
proper for Scotland ; being fo adorned by King 
James I. whofe Supporters (as King of Scotland} 
were two unicorns ; but under him in 1603, England 
being united to that nation, gaveoccafion for our car- 
rying one of them on the linifter fide, as above ; and 
in the year 1614, (being King of Ireland) he alio 
caufed the harp to be marfhalled with the arms of 
Great Brirain ; fihce when, it hath been fet upon the 
Britifh coin. 

Charlemaine, (or Char!es the Great) who was 
King of France and Empeior of Germany, and died 
January 28, 814, having a very rich crown, (ivhich 
^ his Majefty King George bears in his arms as arch- 
treafurer and Prince Eleftor of the Holy Roman Em- 
pire) the following is a dtfeription i hereof 

It is made of pure gold, weighing fourteen pounds*

divided into eight parts,, and is ftifl preferved 
remberg. 

The foremoft part is adorned with twelve jewete, 
all unpolilhed, and is bigeer than thofe on the right 
and left, but that behind is of equal fize. # 

On the fecond part on the right hand, is; our Sa- 
viour fitting between two* Cherubs, each with tout 
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wings, whereof two are upward, and two down* 
ward, and under this Motto, Per me Reges regnant. 

The third part on the fame fide, has only gems and 
pearls upon it. 

On the fourth part is King Hezekiah fitting, lean- 
ing his head on his right hand, as though he was 
fick; and by his fide, Ifaiah the Prophet, with a 
fcroll, whereon is this Motto, Ecce adjiciam fuper 
dies tuos 15 Annos. As alfo over the heads of thefe 
figures, I fa as Propheta, Ezechias Rex. 

The fifth part,^ which is behind (and of equal b:g- 
faefs with that before) contains jewels femi. 

The fixth p^rt has the effigies of a King crowned, 
and a fcroll in his hand, with thefe words, Honor 
Regis judicium diligit : As alfo over his head, Rex 
David. 

The fevenrh part is only of gems ; but the eighth 
and lafl has a KiBg fitting, with his crown upon his 
head ; and on a fcroll which he holds with both 
hands, is this Motto, Time donunum, & regem 
amato : As likewife over his head, Rex Solomon. 

On the top of this crown is a crofs, whofe front 
contains feventeen jewels, and in the top of the crof$ 
are thefe words, IHS Nazarenus Rex Judaeorum; 
as alfo in the arch or femicircle, thefe word?, CHV- 
ONRADVS, Dei Gratia, ROMANORVM LMPE- 
RATOR AVG. which fhews, that the femicircle 
was added after Charlemain's time, by the Emperor 
Conrade. 

Note, by an article of the union with Scotland in 
t?07, the 6th of Queen Anne, it was agreed, that 
the Crofs of St. George, which is gules, the field 
argent, and the Crofs of St. Andrew, which is ar- 
pent, the field azure, be conjoined, when ufed in 
flags, banners, ftandaids, and enfigns, both at fear 
and land.

Somewhat of the origin, creation, &c. of the Prin* 

ces of Wales, eldeft fdns of the Kings of England, 

may not improperly be added : King Edward L hav- 
ing 

0 
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ing fubdued Wales, united it to the crown of Eng- 
land ; but perceiving the Welch uoexfy under the 
rule of ftfangers, he fent Eleanor his Queen to Ca- 
ernarvon caftle in North Wales, where, on the 25th 
of April, 1284, (he was delivered of a fon (which 1 
was rhe youngeft of four, of that King, and Queen, A 
but the only one ihat furvivedi) and then the Kir g 
calling toother the barons of Wales, demanded if 
they would be content to Hibjeft themtelves to one 
of their own natives, that could not fpeak a word of 
Eoqlifh, and againft whofe life they could take no 
iuft excrption ; ta which they readily contented, and 
having fworn to yield obedience, he nominated this 
new-born fon, who in his charter the 24th of March 
1305, the 33d year of Hs reign, he ftiled Prince of 
W^les, being the firft of the fons and heirs apparent 
of the King* of England, that bore that title; and 
the King likewife bellowed on him> all the lands, 
honours, and revenues belonging to the laid princi- 
pally ; fince whfch time, the eldeft fon and heir ap- 
parent of the King of England^ has been ftiled Prince, 
of Wales, . . j 

King Edward IITV by his charter, dated the 18th 
of May, *33*. the 6th of his reign, granted to Ed- 
ward his eldeft fon, furnamed the Black Prince, the 
county of Chefter, as alfo that caftle, and the caftle 
of Flint, wkh many other places and lands in Eng- 
land, from whence forward he had the title of Earl 
of Chefter ' added to his ftile. For John, furnamed^ I 
Scot (Ion of David Earl of Huntingdon, who was 
younger brother to William, called the Lion, King 
of Scotland, obtaining it in rght of his mother, who 
was Maud, eldeft filler and coheir of Ranulf, fur* j 
named Blundevile, the 6th Earl thereof) marrying 1 
Helena, daughter to Lhewelyn Prince of Wales, j 
and dying without iflue. King Henry III. in 1139, 
the %id year of h-s reign, in regard that many regal 
prerogatives belonged to this earldom, gave the four 

lifters 
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fitters of the faid John le Scot, which were Margaret, 
Ifabe', Maud, and Eva, other lands inftead of it; 
a d in the 31ft of his reign, anno 1247, by letters pa- 
tent, annexed it to the crown for ever, and made his 
eldeft fon, Prince Edward, Earl thereof. 

By another charter, dated the 17th of March 
" 36- 7. the nth of Edward III. he was in the Par- 
liament held at Weftminfte-, created Duke of Corn- 
wall, and inverted by the Sword only, this being the 
firft precedent for the creation of a duke in England ; 
and from this Prince Edward, the Dukedom of Corn- 
wall hath ever (ince flept in the crown : for the el- 
dell fon and heir apparent to the King of England, 
(whe her it be by birth, er the death of his elder bro- 
ther, or his father as King) is Dukt of Cornwall 
without any creation. 

In the Parliament held at Pomfret, anno t34*i the 
16th of Edward III. the above mentioned Black 
Prince was created Prince of Wales by lette»s patent, 
dated the 18th of March the fame year ; a? alfo cre- 
ated Ear! of Chefter and Flint, and was ? nvefted in 
the principality of Wales, with the enfigns of ho- 
nour, viz. a chaplet of gold, made in the manner of* 
a garland, a gr>ld ring, and a verge, rod, or fcepter 
of filver : And for the better fupport of his eftate 
as Prince of Wales, the king granted him feveral lands, 
particularly enumerated in a wri% to be delivered to 
this Prince, or his attorney, with this dignity. 

In the j 6th year of his age, the Black Prince en- 
tering upon the ftage of war, accompanied the King 
his father into France, where, at his landing, he re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood from that martial 
King's hands ; and at the battle of CrefTy, (which 
was fought on the *6th of Auguft, 1346* the *oth 
of Edward III.) leading the van-guard, he there 
flew John of Luxemburgh, King of Bohemia, and 
then deplumed his cafque of thofe oftrich feathers* 
which in memory of this viflory became his cogm- 
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fance ; ibmetimes ufing one feather, fometimes three, 
(as appeareth by his feals and on his tomb) with 
icrolls containing this motto, Ich Dien 9 which in the 
German or old Saxon language fignifies, I ferve ; al- 
luding to the words of the apoflle, that the heir, 
whilfi he is a child, differeth nothing from a fervant. 
And thefe feathers and motto have been ever fince 
borne by our Princes of Wales, heirs apparent to the 
Kings of this realm, with the addition (by the more 
modern kings) of a coronet, and by the vulgar are 
called the Prince's Arms ; though the antient arnis 
of the Princes of Wales (whilft they were fove- 
reigns) were quarterly, gules and or, four lions paf- 
fant guardant counterchanged : But now the arms 
of that Prince differ from thofe of the King, only 
by the addition of a label of three points, luna, in 
chief, and the omiffion of Charlema'ne's crown borne 
in furtoutin thelaft quarter, the faid efcutcheon fur- 
tout being carried uncharged by the prefent Prince, 
to exprefs his being heir apparent to the office of arch- 
treafurer of the Roman empire. 

After the reftoration of King Charles IT. viz. on 
the 9th of February, 1 660-61, it was ordered, that 
the fon and heir apparent to the crown of England, 
fhould ufe and bear a golden coronet of crofles pat- 
tee; and' fleurs-de-lis, with the addition of one arch, 
and in the midft a ball and crofs, in refemblance of 
the royal diadem. 

At the fame time it was a!fo ordered, that the Duke ^ 
of York, and all the immediate ions and brothers of 
the Kings or Queens of England, fhould bear their 
coronets composed of crofles pattee and fleurs-de-lis 
only ; but that all their fons refpedtively, having the 
title of Dukes, fliould bear their coronets compofed 
of crofles pattee and ftrawberry- leaves, fuch as are 
ufed in the compofure of the coronets of Dukes, 
who are not of the blood royal.

Since the^ union of England and Scotland, anno 
1707, the title of the Prince of Wales hath been 
Prince of Great Britain (but he is ftill generally fliled 
Prince of Wales) as he is alfo Duke of Rothfay, anct 
Senefchal or fteward of Scotland from the firit hour 
of his birth, (as being the King's eldeft fon) a title. 
» given in the year 1336, to David Stuart, fon to King 
Kobert III. fince which it has continued to the eldeft 
Ion of Scotland. 

At his creation (as Prince of Wales) he is prefent- 
ed before the King in his furcoat, cloak, and mantle 
of crimlbn velvet, and girt with a belt of the fame, 
when the King putteth a cap of crimfon velvet in- 
dented and turned up with ermine, and the coronet 
above-mentioned on his head, as a token of prince- 
dom ; the King alfo putteth into his hand a verge 
of gold, the emblem of government, and a ring of 
gold on his middle finger, to intimate that he muft. 
be a hufbaad to his country, and a father to her chil- 
dren. 

To him is like wife given and granted letters pa* 
tent, to hold the faid principality to him and his heirs, 
K'ngs of England ; by which words the feparation 
of this principality is for ever prohibited.

All Earls in England are denominated from fome 
place, except feventeen, who have their titles from 
their family names, as will be feen hereafter, and \ 
they are now created only by patent 5 having a robe, ) 
cap, and coronet, which they wear in parliament, viz. 
his mantle is the fame with that of a Marquis and 
Duke, with only this difference, a Duke s robe has 
four guards and a lace quite round, a Marquis's 
three and an half, and an Earl's but three. His cap 
is the fame as that of a Duke and Marquis 5 but his

1739, having, 
in May 1736, married the Lady Mary Booth, only 
daughter and heir of George, the laft Earl of War- 
rington, by whom he hath had iffue three Ions, and . 
two daughters, viz. George-Hany, Lord Grey, born 
Oft; 1, 1737, Member in the prefent parliament f r 1 
St;ilFordihiie> and lieutenant-colonel t f the Chelhii^ 
militia. On May 20, 1763, he married Lady Hen- 
rietta, fecond daughter of William, late Duke of 
Portland, by whom he has a daughter, Henrietta, 
born April 9, 1764. Lady Mary Grey, born Aj ril 
*7i T 739> married, Feb. 14, 1764, to the hon. Gtojge 
Weft, fecond fon of the late Earl Deltiwarr. Booth. 
Grey, born Auguft 15, 1740. Lady Anne Grey, 
born Jan. 23,, 1741-2, who died in June 1743. And 
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John, "born -May ti 9 1745- His Lordfhip has a bro- 
ther, the hon.

Daniel Finch, Earl of Winchelsea and 
Nottingham, Vifcount Maidlione, Baron Fitz-Her- 
bei t of Ealtwell, Baron Finch of Daventry, Lord of 
the Royal Manor of Wye, in Kent, and Baronet $ 
lord prcfident of his Majefty's mod honourable pi ivy- 
council, a Knight of the moft noble order of the 
Garter, and one of the elder brethren of the Tri- 
nity-houfe, fucceeded his father, Daniel, the late 
Earl, Jan. 21, 1729-30. His Lordfliip married, in 
1729, the Lady Frances Fielding, daughter of Balil, 
the late Earl of Denbigh, by whom he had iflue one 
daughter, Lady Chailotte, Governed to the Prince 
of W ales, and the Bifhop of Olhabrug. And her 
Lady (hip dying, Sept. 1734, he married, to his fe- 
cond Lady, in Jan. 1737-8, Mary, daughter and co- 
heir of bir Thomas Palmer, of Wingham, in Kent, 
Bart, by whom he hath iflue, four daughters living ; * 
viz. Lady Keneage, born in December 1741 ; L»dy 
Eflex, born Jan. 1, 1745-6; Lady Hatton, born 
Feb. 23, 1746-7; and Lady Augufta, born in Feb. 
1750-51. Their mother died Aug. 8, 1757. His 
Lordlhip has two brothers furviving, viz. William, 
who married the Lady Anne Douglas, fifter to 
Charles, the prefent Duke of Dover ; which Lady { 
Anne dying in the year 1741, without iflue, he 
married his fecond wife, the Lady Charlotte, daugh- 
ter to the Earl of Pomfret, in Auguft 1746, by whom ! 
he had a fon, George, born Nov. 4, 1752, and four 
daughters, Charlotte, Frances, Sophia, and Henrietta; 
Edward, married to Mifs Palmer. He is member for 
the univerfity of Cambridge, furveyor of the King's 
private roads, and LL. D. He has a Ion, Geoj-gq, and 
three daughters, Anne, Henrietta, and Maria; alio 
two furviving filters, viz. Lady Elizabeth, who, ia 
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Sept. 1/38, w3s married to the Hon. William Mur- 
ray, now Lord Mansfield 5 and Lady Ifabella ; alfo 
a niece, Mrs. Maibn, of Greenwich, daughter of his 
late brother John. This family are defcended from 
Herbert Fitz-Herbert, Earl of Pembroke, and cham- 
beihin to King Henry I. They took the name of 
Finch, in the reign of King Edward I. One of the 
anceitors of the prefent Earl, was the Right Hon. 
Heneage Finch, Earl of Nottingham, w r ho was con- 
ftituted lord high-chancellor of England in 1675; 
and lord high-fteward on the trials of Philip Earl of 
Pembroke, and William Vifcount Stafford, in 1680. 
This Earl was the (on of Heneage Finch, recorder of 
London, and fpeaker of the houfe of Commons, in 
1625. King William would have conftituted the 
Earl lord high-chancellor of England on his accef- 
fion ; but his Lordfliip declined that office, and ac- 
cepted the poft of principal fecretary of ftate, which 
he refigned in March 1693-4, not finding himfelf 
acceptable to the court, and was not employed af- 
terwards during that reign. The day after the co- 
ronation of Queen Anne, he was appointed fecretary 
of ftate again ; and, while he was in this ftation, the 
houfe of commons twice refolved, That he highly 
merited the truft her Majefty repofed in him. At 
the acceflion of King George L he was one of the 
lords juftices appointed to adminifter the government 
until his Majefty's arrival; and in Sept. 1714, he 
was made lord prefident of the council. The title 
of Vifcountefs of Maidftone was conferred on Eliza- 
beth, danghter of Sir Thoma3 Heneage, captain of 
the guards to Queen Elizabeth, treafurer of her 
chamber, vice-chamberlain of her houftiold, and 
chancellor of the duchy of Lancafter, wife of Sir 
Moyle Finch, by King James I. in the 21ft year of 
his reign,- anno 1623, to her and the heirs male of 
her body; who dying in 1633, left iffue (befides fe- 
veral other children by her hufband Sir Moyle Finch) 
Sir Thomas Finch, who fucceeded to the earldom of 
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Winchelfea; and whx> dying in 1634, was fucceeded 
by his eldeit Ton, Heneage Earl of Winchelfea, who 
having been very inftrumental in the reltoration of 
King Charles II. was conftituted governor of Dover- 
cattle ; and, in iz Car. II. (being defcended. from the 
family of Herbert) was created Baron Fitz-Herbe; t, 
of Ealtwell, in Kent, and was foon after lent ambaf- 
fador to Turkey ; from which embafiy he returned 
in 1669, and died in 16S9. He had twenty-Ieven 
children by four wives, of whom William Lord 
Maidftone was one, who married Elizabeth* daugh- 
ter of Thomas Windham, of Norfolk, Efq; and the 
Lord Maiditone being killed in the fea-fight with the 
Dutch in 1672, left his lady with child of a fon, of 
which (he vtas delivered, in Stpt. 1672, who was bap- 
tized by thenarae of Charles, and fucceeded his grand- 
father the faid Heneage Earl cf W inchelfea Earl 1 
Charles died Aug. 14., 17 12 5 and leaving no male 
iflue, the honour defcended to Heneage Finch, his 
uncle, fecond lbn of the laid Heneage Earl of Win- 
chelfea, and brother of the laid Lord Maidftone, 
deceafed 3 and Earl Henenge Finch dying without 
male iflue, in 1716, was fucceeded by his youngeft 
brother John Finch ; which John dying without iflue, 
in 172.9, the title of Earl of YVjnchellea devolved 011 
Daniel, late Earl of Nottingham, (on and heir of Sir 
Heneage Finch, fourth fon cf Sir Moyle Finch and 
Elizabeth his wife, who was created Countefs of 
Winchelfea, %i Js^c.

Philip Dormer Stanhope, Earl of Ches- 
terfield, Baron Stanhope of Shelford, Knight of 
the moft noble order of the Gai ter, and one of the 
lords of his Majefty's moft honourable privy council, 
born Sept. 22, 1695, fucceeded his father Philip, the 
late Earl, Jan. 27, 1725-6. His Lordfhip married, 
Sept. 5, 1722, the Lady Melofma, Countefs of Wal- 
fingham, by whom he has no iffue. ^ His Lordlhip 
has one brother living, viz. Sir William Stanhope, 
Knight of the Bath, member far Buckinghamshire, 
married, firft, to Margaret, daughter of John Rudge, 
Efq; by whom he hath iffue one daughter Elizabeth, 
married to Welbore Ellis, Efq$ He married, fecondly, 
Mifs Crawley, daughter of John Crawley, Efqj late 
alderman of London 5 and, thirdly, Mifs Delaval, 
lifter to Francis Blake Delaval,Efq; Oft.

Sackville Tufton, Earl of Thanet, Baron 
Tufton, Lord Weitmoreland and Vezey, Lofd of the 
Honour of Skipton in Craven, and Baronet, and 
Hereditary-Sheriff of the counties of Weitmoreland 
and Cymberland 5 was born in Aug. 1733, and luc- 
ceeded his father, who died Dec. 4, 1754, and is yet 
unmarried. 'His Lordihip has two fitters, viz. Lady 
Mary, the -wife of Sir William Duncan, Bart, and 
Lady Charlotte. This noble family is defcended 
from Btfege -de Tdketon, alias Tufton, lord of the 
manors of Sileham in the county of Kent, and of 
Tufton in the ctmnty of Suifex, who flouriflied in 
the reign of King John, and from whom defcended 
John Tufton, Efq$ whofe refidence was at Hothfield 
in Kent. He was fheriff of that county in the reign 
of Queen Elrzabeth.

John Montagu, Earl of Sandwic h, Vifcount 
Hir.chingbroke, Baron Montagu of St. Neots in 
tHuntingdonlhire, mailer of the Trinity- houie, go- 
vernor of the Charter- houfe, recorder of the corpo- 
rations of Huntingdon and Godmanchefter, lieu- 
tenant-general in the army, one of bis Majefty's pri- 
vy-council, and F.R.S. fucceeded Edward, the late 
Earl, his grandfather, 0£h 20, 1729. His Lordlhip 
married the Hon. Judith, daughter of Charles JLord 
Vifcount Fane, of the kingdom of Ireland, Mar. 7, 
1741-2 ; by whom he has iffue living, John Vifcount 
Hinchingbrok?, born Jan. 26, 1743-4, member for 
JBrackiey, and an alderman of Huntingdon, who on 
March 1, 1766, married Lady Elizabeth Montagu, 
pnly furviving daughter of George Dunk, Earl of 
Halifax j and William - Anguftus, born in 1752. 
This noble family being a branch of the late Duke 
of Montagu's, derive their pedigree from Drogo de 
^Monteacuto, who came into England with William 
the Conqueror. Sir Sidney Montagu, great grand- 
father of the late Earl, was conftituted mailer of the 
court of Kequefts in the reign of King Charles I. 
and was elefted knight df the fliire for the county of 
Huntingdon, in J640 5 but was expelled the houfe 
for refuting to take an oath the houfe had framed for 
their members, " That they would live and die with 
" their general, the Earl of Eflex." Sir Edw. Mon- 
tagu, his fon, was born July 27, 1625, and had a 
com million from the parliament, in 1643, to raife a 
regiment of a thoufend men, in the county of Cam- 
bridge, which he raifed accordingly, and was in 
moft of the confiderable a&ions in that war, parti- 
cularly at Nafeby, in 1645, behaving with fuch gal- 
lantry, that he was advanced to the command of 
brigadier-general the fame year, when he was but 
twenty years of age. He was afterwards appointed 
with Delborough to execute the office of high-admi- 
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Ta1> and was joined with Blake in the command of 
the fleet, after whofe death he had thefole command, 
and the addrefs, as well the honour, of bringing the 
whole fleet to fubmit to King Charles II. and there- 
upon fet fail with them to the coaft of Holland, in 
order to convoy his Majefty King Charles II. to Eng- 
land, whereby he --contributed no lels than general 
Monk to the reftoration of that Prince : and his Ma- 
- jelly, at his arrival in England, conftituted him one 
of the Knights of the moft noble order of the Garter 5 
and, on July 12, (the fame year) 1660, the 12th of 
his reign, in the 3 5th year of his age, created him 
Baron Montagu of St. Neots in Huntingdonlhire, j 
Vifcount Montagu, and Earl of Sandwich: he was 
alfo made mafter of the King's wardrobe, admiral 
of the narrow feas, and lieutenant- admiral to his 
royal highnefs the Duke of York, lord high-admiral 
of England. He was afterwards appointed his Ma- 
jefty's proxy at the efpoufals of the Princefs Donna 
Cathenna, the daughter of Don Pedro, King of 
Portugal, and had the honour of convoying that 
Princefs to England in 1662. He had a great 
fhare in the viftory obtained over the Dutch at fea, 
June 3, 1665, where eighteen of the enemvV ca- 
pital (hips were taken, fourteen more deftroy- 
ed, and admiral Opdam blown up. He afterwards 
took eight Dutch men of war, two Eaft-Indiamen, 
and twenty fail of other merchantmen. He was ap- 
pointed ambaflador extraordinary to the court of 
Spain, in 1666, to mediate a peace between the courts ' 
of Spain and Portugal, which he effe&ed. He was j 
vice admiral under the Duke of York in the fea- j 
iight off Southwoid-Bay, May *8, 1672, where he j 
contributed greatly to the vi&ory obtained that day 5 J 
but died fighting bravely in thefervice of his coun- 
try. Bifhop Parker, in the Hiftoryof his own Times, 
relating this engagement, fays, " The Earl of Sand- | 
" wich having fluttered feven of the enemy Yihips, | 
" and beat off three fireftiips, at length overpower- \

<m Feb. 14, 1751. On Nov. 5, 1765, he took his feat 
in the Houfe of Peers in Ireland, as Vifcount Valen- 
cia, &c. and is yet unmarried. His Lordlhip's fillers 
are, Lady Ricarda, the wife of colonel Phaire ; Lady , 
Juliana, the wife of counfellor Flood ; and Lady Ca- 
tharine, unmarried. This noble Earl is defcended 
from Richard Annefley, of Annefley, in the county of 
Nottingham, who flouriflied in the reign of William 
the Conqueror, i n 1 0 7 9 Q reations.

Frederick Howard, Earl of Carlisle, Vis- 
count Howard of Morpeth, and Baron Dacres of 
Gillefland, born May 28, 1748, fucceeded his father 
Henry, Sept. 4, 1758. His Lordlhip has five fillers 
living, viz. Lady Diana, whomarried,Feb. 9, 1748-9, 
to Thomas Duncombe, Efq; member for Mcrpeth, 
and colonel in the Yorkihire militia. Lady Anne, 
born in 17445 Lady Fanny, born in 1745 > Lad y 
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Betty, born in 1746 5 and Lady Juliana. His mother, 
* n J 759> married, iecondly, Sir William Muigrave, 
Bart, His Lordfhip's aunts are, Lady Anne, mar- 
ried to Richard Ingram, Lord Vjfcount Irwin, of 
Scotland j and Lady Mary. Ch&rk-s, grandfather of 
the prefent Earl, was lord lieutenant and ciiftos r.Q- 
tulorum of the counties of Weftmoreland and Cum* 
berland, deputy Earl-marftial of England, firft com- 
miflioner of the treafury, governor of the town and 
caitle of Carlifle, vice-admiral of the adjacent coaft, 
and one of the privy-council to King William III. 
He was alio of the privy-council in the reign of Queen 
Anne, and one of the commiliioners to treat oT an 
Union with Scotland, in the year 1706 j and,' on the 
demife of Queen Anne, , was appointed, by the late 
King George I. one of the regents, fworn of the. 
privy-council, conftituted firft commiflioner of the 
treafury, and conftable of the Tower j and in the 
year 1723, he was made governor of Windfor caftle, 
and lord warden of the foreft of Windfor, This 
noble Earl derives his pedigree from William!

Henry Scot, Duke of Buccleuch, Earl of 
Dalkeith, Baron Scot of Buccleuch and ElkcUle, in 
Scotland, and a Peer of England, by the title of Baron 
Scot, of Tindale,in Northumberland, and EarlofDoN- 
castf r, in Yorkfhire, was born Sept. *, i74 6 » ^ lu l 
fucceeded his grandfather, on April 22, 175 1, being j 
great grandlbn of James Duke of Monmouth and 
Buccleuch, and Earl of Doncafter, who was the eldeil 
fon of King Charles II. by Mrs. Lucy Walters, 
daughter of Richard Walters, Efqj wbofe cruel for- 
tune is well known. The faid Duke of Monmouth 
was born at Rotterdam, in Holland, April 9, 1649, I 
and went by the name of James Crofts until his Ma- 
jefty's relloration. In the year 1662, the King fent 
for him over into England, and an apartment was 
afligned him in Whitehall. The next year the King 
created him Baron of Tindale, Earl of Doncafter, and 
Duke of Monmouth, : and made him Knight of th$ ; 
moft noble order cf the Garter. The fame year, 5 * 
166.3-9. he married the Lady Anne, fole daughter and > 
heir of Francis Earl of Buccleuch, one of the great eft: 1 
fortunes in Great Britain. Upon this marriage he 
took the name of Scot, and they were created. Duke 
and Duchefs of Buccleuch, in Scotland. He was ap-, 
pointed mafter of the horfe to his Majcfty in 1665, 
and captain of the life-guards in 1668 5 .and, 011 the 
death of his Grace the Duke of Albemarle, in 1669, 
he was conftituted general of his MajeJIy s forcge,, 
lord lieutenant of the eaft-riding of Yoridhire, ^go- 
vernor of the town and citadel of Hull, and chief 
juiiice in eyre of all his Majefty's forefts and chaces* 
fouth of Trent , and in 1672 he was conftituted lord 
high chamberlain of Scotland. The fame year, i$iz> ( 
he commanded the fax thoufand Engliflb and- Scot*, 
which joined the French army on the frontiers of! 
Holland, and was conftituted lieutenant general of ; 
the forces of Lewis XIV, being prefent at th<e taking ? 
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of Rhinebtirgh, Doefburgh, and Zutphen, and at the 
reduction of Utrecht, where the French King kept 
li is court for lome time. In the year 1673, he was 
at the fiege of Maeftricht, and commanded at the 
attack of the counterfcarp. The town being taken, 
the Duke with the British forces withdrew, it not 
being thought for the interelt of England to all ft the 
French in making an entire conquest of the United 
Provinces. The Puke was elefted chancellor of the 
uriiveility of Cambridge in 1674 ; and as he had for- 
merly commanded the* forces fent to the afiiftance cf 
She French againft the Butch, he made a campaign 
under the Prince of Orange, in the year 167?, againlt 
the French, and was at $he attack of the abb- y of St. 
Dennis. The Field tonveiiticlers in Scotland break- 
ing out into rebellion in the year 1679, and having 
aflembkd a very formidable force, the Duke of Mon- 
mouth was fent down to fuppre's them ; and giving 
the rebels battle at Bothweii -bridge, on the zzd of 
June, totally defeated them, taking a great number 
of prifoners, among \vhom were feveral of the mur- : 
derers of the archbifliop of St. Andrew s $ and re- 
turning to court in triumph, appeared at that time 
very high in the Rin^s favour. Nor was he lefs in 
the favour 6'ffhe people, on' his appearing at the head! 
of what was called the Proteitant Party, and (hewing; 
an uncommon zeal again(t thole 'who were accufed of 
fhePopfh Plot'; buf tfieKihg faffing fifcfc f : and the 
Duke of York be^g fent fdr over from the Nether- 
land*, and finding the Duke ot Monmouth had ren- 
dered hlmfelf e^cceefdtng pbpu 1 aiy was apprehenfive' 
of his haying an eye' upon the crowp : We procured, 
him, therefore, to be difmiiTed from pll his places/ 
and fent abroad $ but the King recovering from his 
illnefs, thought \t convenient affo'that the Duke of 
York fhould returi) t'o T Flanders before the meeting 
of the parliament. The Duke of Yorjc thereupon 
yefided at ^ruff^ls, aiifl the Duke gf Monmouth 
atytrecht 5 but ihe&uke of Monmouth on a fudttenr 
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returned from Holland, without the King's leave, 
and arrived at London on the 27th of November, j 
about midnight, the watch gave notice of it in the 
feveral wards. The people thereupon immediately 
illuminated their houfes, rung the bells, and made 
bonfires, as if it had been for fome notable vi&ory 5 
but the Duke of Monmouth coming over without the 
King's leave, did not think fit to attend the court : ! 
and focn after his friends the Lords >haftelbury, 
Ruflel, and feveral other perfons of dift initio n, pre- 
fented the Duke of York as a Recufant at the bar of 
the court of King's -bench, which made the Duke of 
York their profeffed enemy. The King calling the 
next parliament to meet at Oxford, the Duke of 
Monmo uth, the Earl of Effex, and feveral other Lords, 
petitioned bis Majefty that the parliament might not 
fit at Oxford, where they fuggefted the houfes could 
not aft with freedom ; but that he would be pleafed 
to order them to fit at Weftminfter, the ufuai place, 
where they might confult and a& with fafety. This 
petition was figned,

The King frowned on the petitioners* and gave 
them no anlwer ; and on the 21ft of March, 1680-81', 
the parliament met at Oxford, and a bill was brought 
into the houie for excluding the Duke of York from 
the crown, and fecuring the nation againft a popiih 
iuccelVor, read the firlt time on the 28th of March, 
j$8i, and ordered a fecond reading. Whereupon 
the King came to the houfe, and made * fpeech, 
wherein 'hp observed, That their beginnings were 
fuch, that could expeft no good fuccefs from their 
debates, and therefore diflblved them j and a plot, 
denominated the Ryehoufe-plot, being difco/ered at- 

thif 
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this time, the Earls of Shaftesbury and Eflex, lord 
' Ruffel, colonel Sydney, and feveral more, were taken 
into cuftody as confpirators, and foon after the Duke 
of Monmouth ; but the Duke was admitted to bail, 
and the King, being fatisfied he was not concerned in 
that part of the plot relating to the Ryehoufe, grant- 
ed his Grace a pardon, who thereupon went over to 
Holland, where he remained till the death of King 
1 Charles II. which happened on Feb. 6, 1684-5. Tlie 
! Duke of Monmouth being ftrongly pofleired with an 
opinion that his mother was married to King Charles 
II, and that confequently he had an undoubted right 
to the Britifli crown, adviftd with the Earl ofAr* 
gyle, and the reft of his. friends in Holland, on the 
ieafeablenefs of making a defcent in England, and 
aflerting his right to that throne. They were pretty 
unanimous as to the probability of fuccefs, the Duke 
being fo exceeding popular, and the nation generally 
Jealous of the King s delign to introduce popery { 
only one party were of opinion, that things were not 
% yet ripe j that it were better to wait till the King 
'* bad made fome advances towards the alteration of 
1 religion, and the people's fears of popery heightened* 
I Others infilled, that they were more likely to fuc- 
ceed if they made »the attempt before the King was 
well fettled on his throne, and while the Duke's in- 
I tereftwas fo confiderable in England 5 but the Earl 
p. of Argyle being for an immediate defcent, and era- 
J barking in order to make a diverfion in the Duke's 
favour in Scotland,, it was carried for an immediate 
defcent upon England : whereupon the Duke hired a 
frigate of thirty-two guns, and three fmall tenders, 
one of which was detained by the Dutch,, on the 
Englifli minifter (Skelton) applying to the States to 
prevent thefe (hips failing. However, the Duke pro- 
ceeded on his voyage with the frigate and two ten- 
ders, and after a tedious ftormy paffage, arrived at 
Lime, in Dorfetfhire, the nth of June, 1685, Ju* 

whole force not amounting to two hundred men, in-, 

cludjng 
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eluding officers ; but having brought over arms fox 
five thouiand more* and great numbtrs of the conn- 
try people joining him, his forces (oon became very 
formidable, the militia conftantly Hying before him. 
From Lime the Duke marched crofs the country to 
Taunton Dean, in Somerletlhire, \* here he caufed 
himielf to be proclaimed King, and let a price upon 
the King's head, as the King had upon the Duke's^ 
and caufed him to be attainted of high treafon in the 
parliament, which was then fitting. Whereupon the 
Duke, in his declaration, called the pailiament a fe-^ 
ditiousaflcmbly ; and advancing afterwards to Bridg- 
water, he continued his march towards Bath arid 
Briftol : but receiving advice, that a body of regular 
troops was in full march for the Weft, he thought 
proper to retire to Bridgwater again, where he had 
lain but a little while before the King's forces ar- 
rived within three or four miles of that town, com- 
manded by the Earl of Feverfham and Lord Church- 
ill, afterwards Marlborough, who encamped on Sedg- 
moore j of which the Duke receiving advice, and be-, 1 
ing, at the fame time, informed, that the officers fell 
to drinking every evening, and continued at it tilj- 
morning, and that their outguards were very negli-1 
gent in their duty, he formed a deiign to furprize t;be 
camp of the Royalitts in the night-time j but his. 
guides, cither through ignorance or treachery, led 
the Duke's forces a great way round about, infdmucK 
that it was broad daylight when they arrived at the 
camp of the Royalitts* whom they found ready to re- 
ceive them. However, the Duke's foot fought very 
bravely, and bid fair for victory, till the Lord. Grey, 
who commanded the horfe, abandoned the infantry, 
and left the field ; or rather, he found his cavalry, 
which confifted only of country-fellow's, ^vhoie horfes 
would not ftand fire, were fo6n put into ccnfnfion, 
when they were charged by regular troops 5 where- 
upon* total rout fucceeding, the Duke endeavoured 
to make Im tfcape j but was taken the next day, and 
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. being brought up to town, was differed to fee the 
' King, and beg his life ; but was, however, executed 
on Towar-hili, on Wednefday, July 15, 1685. liut 
fu rely never was the death of any Prince more .la- 
mented by the people, who would not be petfood* 
ed he was dead, but remained in expe&ation of

Anthony Ashley CoopBR,Earl of Shaftes- 
bury, Baron AJhley of Winborne St. Giles, Baron 
Cooper of Pa wlet, Baronet, one of the lords of hi^' 
Majefty's molt Iiqii, privy council, lord lieutenant 
and cutfos rotulorurn of the county of Dorfet, andof> 
the town of Poole, recorder of Shaftesbury, vice-pre- 
fid en t of St George's, bofpital, and F. R. S. fucceeded 4 
Anthopy, the late Earl, his father, in Feb. 1712-13. 
His Lordflnp carried, on the 12th of March, 1724-5, 
the Lady Sufan Noel, filler to Baptift Earl of Gainf- 
borough } by which Lady, who died in June 1758, 
he had no illlie. His Lordihip married, iecondly, 
Mary, fecoiod daughter to Jacob the late Vifcpunt 
VoWo»p*&y>wkm :bc basiffiie LordAfcley, 

■ • hi* 
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his fon and heir, born Sept. 16, 1761. Anthony 
late Earl of Shaftesbury, father of the prefent Earl, 1 
was born, Feb. 26, 1670. He married, in 1709, Jane, 
daughter of Thomas Ewer, of Bufhy-hall, in Hert- 
fordlhire, Efq; by whom he had iflue, Anthony, the 
prefent Earl, his only fon. This Lady died in No- 
vember 1 751. This noble Earl is descended from 
Richard Cooper, who flourilhed in the reign of King* 
Henry VIII. and purchaied the manor of Paulet, in* 
the county of Somerfet, of which the family are ftill 
proprietors. But his anceftor, who makes the greateft 
figure in hiftory, is, Sir Anthony Aihley Cooper, who 
was afterwards created Earl of Shaftesbury, and eon- 
ftituted lord high chancellor of England. He is ge- 
nerally admired for his great parts and learni ng. H e 
was a ftudent of Exeter- college in. Oxford, from 
whence he removed to Gray s^inn, one of the inns of 
court, where he made a confiderable proficiency in 
the ftudy of the law. He was ele&ed member of par- 
liament forTewkeftwiy hi Gloucefterfliire, in the par- 
liament that met at Weftminfter the 13th of April, 
1640, being then about twenty-five years of age. Ia 
the beginning of the civil war, it is f ad, he raifed a- 
regiment for the fervice of King Charles L being 
then (heriff of. the county of Dorlet, and made go* 
vernor of Weymouth in that county - } but colonel 
William Afliburnbam being made governor of, the- 
county of Dorfet, whereby Weymouth became de- 
pendant on him, Sir Anthony, imagining that his 
loyalty was fufpe&ed, came up to London, and offer- 
ed his fervice to that part of the parliament which 
fat there, who gave him a regiment of horfe, and the 
command of all their forces in Dorfetfhire. But 
notwithftanding he appeared a hearty champion -in 
the cauie of the parliament, he feems to have oppofed 
Cromwell's ufurpation with great fpirit ; whereupon 
Sir Anthony, and above a hundred more of the fame 
flamp, being kept out of the houfe of commons by 
force, publilhed a remonftf ance, fettwg. forth, that- 

the 
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the Prote&or had aflumed abfolute and arbitrary 
power, and that every man ought to affill in oppo- 
sing it. That the fmall number of members he iiif- 
fered to remain in the houfe could not pretend to be 
the reprelentatives of the people $ they were not en - 
trufted to content to any thing in behalf of the na- 
tion, if the reft were excluded from fitting and de- 
bating matters in the houfe 5 which had fuch an in* 
fluence on the next convention the Prote£tor called, 
that they began toqueftion his authority ^hereupon 
he diflblved them, and ever after difcountenanced 
and oppreffed the Prefbyterian and Republican party. 
Whereupon Sir Anthony and his friends began to 
turn their eyes upon the King, believing his reftora- 
tion would prove a lefs evil than the tyrannical go- 
vernment they were under 5 and as the King's cir- 
cumftances were very low at this time, and he ap- 
peared for faken by all the Princes of Europe, they 
did not doubt but they fhould get the Presbyterian 
fefl eftabliflied, and the prerogatives of the crown 
conliderably reduced, if they engaged to afliit him in 
his reftoration* After the death of Cromwell, the 
Rump Parliament appointed htm one of their council 
of ftate, and a commiflioner for managing the affairs 
of their army, which did not divert him from his 
defign of rcftoring the King, it is faid ; and, in the 
year j 659, he was accufed before the Rump of keep- 
ing a Icorrefpondence with his Majefty, and raifing 
1 men to join Sir George Booth for that end ; for 
which he was imprilbned, with a great many other 
men of figure. He was, however, acquitted of the 
charge, and afterwards intruded by the Rump with 
the command of a regiment of horfe, being one of 
the firft which declared for general Monk and a free 
parliament 5 and, when the convention had declared 
for the King, he w as one of the twelve members fertt 
by that houfe to the King-, with fix peers, to invite 
his Majeily to return and take the government ot 
the kingdom upon him : whereupon the JCing, with 
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<this committee of parliament, embarked for Eng- 
land, and arrived at Dover, May 25, 1660, and com- 1 
ing to Canterbury the next day, general Monk and 
Sir Anthony Athlcy Cooper werciworn of the privy 
.council, and Sir An hony was afterwards appointed 
•ouc of the commiffioners for the trial of the regi- 
cides 5 and, three days before the coronation, he was 
created Baron Aihley of Winbouirne St. Gibs ; foon 
after he was conitituted chancellor and under-trea- 
furer of ti>,e Exchequer an;i, in. May 1667, he was 
( conftituted one of the coramiiSoners of the treafury. 
In 1672 he was created Lord Cooper of Pawlet, in 
the county cf Sor&erfet, and cooftituted lord high 
chancellor of England. One of the moll remarkable 
Speeches he wade, in the boufcof peers, when he was 
lord chancellor, was that in relation to the Dutch 
war, in which he fuggeib, that the Hollanders wrre 
our greateit enemies in point of trade, and therefore 
ought to be extirpated j DeUndacjl Cartbwo were Wis 
words. He advifed his Majelly alio to iffue his de- 
claration for the indulgence of the DiflVnters, which 
the parliament relblved was a difpenfing with the 1 
penal laws 5 and yet, when the matter came to be 
debated in the loufe of lords, none cenfured it more 
feverely. On the other hand, it is faid, he promoted 
the tefl for rendering Papifts incapable of enjoying 
any office or place of trult, which obliged the Duke 
of York to hy down his poft of high-admiral, and 
all the other places he held j which the court refent- 1 
ing, the fcals were taken from Lord Shaftesbury, and 1 
he became as lb enuous an oppofer of the court, as 
ever he had been an advocate for its meafures. He 
was, however^ conftituted preiident of the council in 
April 16795 but continuing his oppofition* to the 
Duke of York, and endeavouring to get him excluded ; 
from the crown, he was laid afide again in March . 
following, and became exceeding popular among the ! 
Presbyterian and Republican party $ and no man. 
profecuted thofe who were Charged with the Popifh 
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plot with greater, violence : But his enemies renders 
mg him fuipc&ed of being in a plot of another na- 
ture, he thought fit to retire to Holland, where he 
died Jan. 22, 1682-3. ' He had married three wives ; 
1 Margaret, daughter of Thomas Lord Coventry,' 
by whom he had no children. 2. The Lady Frances; 
daughter of David Earl of Exeter, by whom he had 
his ion Anthony, afterwards Earl of Shaftesbury, 
He married Margaret, daughter of William Lord 
Spencer, by whom he had no iffue.— Creations, 
Baronet, July 4, 1622, 20 Jac.

William-Henry Zuleistein de Nassau, 
Earl of Rochford, Vifcount Tunbridge, and Baron 
of Enfield, ambaffador extraordinary to the court of 
Spain, one of his Majefty's privy-council, lord lieu- 
tenant and cuftos rotulorum of the county of Eff<^c f 
and vice-admiral of the coafts of the fame county, 
was born Sept. 16, 1717, fucceeded his father Fre- 
derick, the late Earl, on June 14, 1738 ; and married 
Lucy, daughter of Edward Young, of Durnford, near 
Sarum, in Wiltfhire, Efq$ by whom he has no iflue. 
His Lordfhip has a brother, Richard Savage Naflau, 
born June 1, 1723, who was married, Dec. 24, 1751, 
to the Duchefs dowager of Hamilton, by whom he 
has a fon, William-Henry, born July *8, 1754; an- 
other fon, born Sept. 5, 1756 5 and a daughter, bom 
Nov. 3, 1752. This noble Earl is defcended from 
Frederick Zuleiftein de Naflau, natural fon of Fre- 
derick Naflau, Priaceof Orange, grandfather of King 
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William III. which Frederick de Zuleiftein was ge- 
neral of foot in the Dutch fervice, and was killed at 
the battle of Woerden, in defence of his country, in 
1672. Hisfon William-Henry was fent by- the Prince 
of Orange to King James 1L to congratulate him 011 
the birth of the Prince of Wales 3 but chiefly to learn 
how the Englifh flood affe&ed towards him 5 and he 
carried back with him to Holland fuch invitations, 
from many of the nobility and gentry, as encouraged 
the Prince and the States to make a defcent in Eng- 
land loon after, whereby the Revolution was effe&ed. 
He ferved underKing William in the wars of Ireland, 
and the Netherlands 5 and, in confideration of his 
merit, and near alliance to his Majefty, was created 
Earl of Rochford, &c.-— Creations.

•George Keppel, Earl of Albemarle, Vif- 
count Bury, and Baron Afhford of Aihford, in Kent 5 
a lord of the privy-council, a lieutenant-general, co- 
lonel of the third, or King's own regiment of dra- 
goons, governor of Jerfey, and a Knight of the Gar- 
ter, was born Aprils, 17*45 and his father dying 
the aid of Dec. 1754., he fucceeded to his honours 
and eftate*, and is unmarried. HisLordfhip has the 
fallowing brothers and fitters, now living, vix. the 
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hon, Auguftus Keppel, rear-admiral of the blue, a 
lord of the admiralty, a groom of the bedchamber, 
and member for Windfor 5 who was with Lord An- 
1 foil, then commodore, in the South-Seas, and in great 
danger at the taking the town of Paita, one fide of 
his jockey-cap, which he then wore, being taken off 
by a cannon-ball. During the reft of that war, which 
was terminated by the Peace of Aix la Cbapelle, be- 
ing captain of a (hip of war, he took many of the 
enemies privateers. In 1751 he commanded a/qua- 
dron in the Mediterranean 5 and, in that year, failed 
from Minorca, to fettle the differences between the 
Englifli merchants and the Dey of Algiers, which he 
performed, and afterwards concluded treaties with 
the States of Tripoli and Tunis. After the rupture 
with France, in 1755, he conduced the fecond ex- 
pedition againft the ifland of Goree, in Africa, and 
commanded the land forces alfo, dcftined for that 
fervice 5 he took the faid ifland on Dec. 29, 1758* 
After the conclufion of that fervice,' he was employed 
in the Bay of Bifcay, under Sir Edward Hawke, and 
was at the defeat of M. Conflans's fleet, on Nov. 20, 
17^9, ofFBelleifle, when, in the Torbay, of feventy- 
four guns, he engaged and funk the Thefeus, of the 
fame number of guns, but of a greater calibef. He 
next commanded the fleet in the redu&ion of Belle- 
ifle, in which his prudence and condn6t were very 
confpicuous. At the fiege of the Havannah, in the 
ifland of Cuba, he afted as commodore, under Sir 
George Pococke, in 1762. He prote&ed and con- 
dueled the debarkation of the forces with an activity, 
judgment, and diligence, no man could furpafs, and 
after the furrender of that place, took many valu- 
able prizes, French and Spanifh. William, a major- 
general, and colonel of the fourteenth regiment of 
foot j Frederick, bifliop of Exeter, and dean of Wind for 5 
his Lordfliip married MifsWalpole, natural daughter 
of rhe right hon. Sir Edward Wal^ole, Knight of the 
Bath, Sept, 13, 1758, by whom he had a daughter, 
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born June x8, 1759, and a fon, born, Nov. 14, 1762; 
Henry, an officer in the army 5 Lady Caroline, the ' 
wife of Mr. Adair ; and Lady Elizabeth, Marchio- 
ttefs of Taviflock. Wis Lordfhip got great honour, 
and an opulent fortune, by the conqueitof the Ha- 
vannah, as did his brothers the admiral and the ge- 
neral. The latter of vvhonl, the day after the furren- 
der of- that conqueft, took pofleflion of the Fort la 
Punta, and being left commander, after his Lordfhip 
returned to Europe, re-delivered the pofTeffion of the 
city of the Havannah to the Spanilh troops, on July 
7, 1763, according to the articles of the peace of 
Paris. Arnold Jooft Van Keppel, Earl of Albemarle, 
grandfather of the prefent Earl, defcended from an 
ancient noble family of the province of Gueldeiland, 
being a younger fon of Bernard Van Pallant, Lord of 
Keppel, by Agnes-Charlotte-Elizabetb, the daughter 
of Jacob Van Waflenaer, Lord Opdam.

And a 
Tuter, Lady Barbara, married, in 1725, to Sir Wil- 
liam Blacker, of the county of Northumberland, Bart, 
but he dying on the 27th of Aug. 1728, (he was 
married, on the 13th of March, 1728-9, to the hon. 
Bufiy Manfel, late Lord Man fel, and has iflue one 
only daughter, viz. Lady Barbara $ on his deceafe, 
ihe was married, thirdly, to George Venables Vernon, 
Efqj fon and heir of Lord Vernon, of Sudbuiy. This 
noble Earl is defcended from the family of Villiers 
in Normandy, fome of whom came over to England 
with the Conqueror j feveral manors and lands in 
England being foon after grant^ to Pagan de Vil- 
liers, one of this EarPs anceftors. But the principal 
pcrfon of this family, recorded in hiftory, was George 
Villiers, Duke of Buckingham, the favourite of James 
I. and Charles I. born on Aug. 28, 1592, who, after a 
polite, though not a learned education, travelled into 
France, where he refided three years. Upon his arrival 
i n hi s native country, Robert Ker, Earl of Somerfet, the 
former favourite of James I. declining in his matter's 
favour, who was always much. delighted with hand- 
fbaie perfon? and fine cloaths ; Mr. Villiers no fooner 
appeared at court, than thegracefulnefs of his perfbn 
iccommended him to the King's efteem. He lervcd 
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him firft as cup-bearer $ but in one day, on April 
*3, 1615, he was knighted, 'and made one .of the 
gentlemen of his bedchamber. After the difgraqe 
of Somerfet, and his convi&ion of the murder of Sir 
Thomas Overbury, he Hood in the King's favour 
without a rival, was advanced to higher honours, 
and became the moft abfolute favourite, both to 
King James and King Charles, that ever this natron 
experienced. In 1616, he was made mafter of ihc 
horfe, Knight of the Garter, and created Baron of 
Whaddon, and Vifcount Villiersj and on Jan. 5, 
1616-17, Earl of Buckingham. On the next new- 
year's-day, he was created Marquis of Buckingham ; 
on Jan. 30, 1617-18, lord high admiral, and foon 
after chief juftice in eyre fouth of Trent, mafter of 
the KingVbench office} high fteward of Weftmin- 
fter, and conftable of Windfor caftle. He became 
the fole difpenfer of the King's favours, and exalted 
all hi* own numerous family and dependents. On 
May 18, 1623, he was created Earl of Coventry, and 
Duke of Buckingham, was made warden of the 
cinque ports, and iteward of the manor of Hampton- 
court. However, King James began to be left af- 
fectionate to him before his death, on many ac- 
counts 3 but his deceafe brought no diminution of 
power to the Duke, for he continued in the lame 
degree of favour with Charles I. his fon, as he had 
uith his father ; Lord Clarendon remarking, " The 
" new King, from the death of the old, even to the 
" death of the Duke himfelf, difcovering the mdlt 
" entire confidence in, and even friendfhip to him, 
" that ever King had fhewed to any iubjea $ all pr§- 
" ferments in church and ftate given by him, all 
u his kindred and friends promoted to the degree 
" in honour, or riches, or offices, that he thought 
" fit y and all his enemies and enviers difcount-e- 
" nanced, as he appointed." 1 he reft of the hiftory. 
of this great and unfortunate favourite, and his un- 
happy end, by the afiaffin Felt.on, on Aug. zj, 1628, 
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at the age of thirty-fix years and three days, is too 
well known to be infilled upon here. He was fuc- 
ceeded by his eldeft fon (his two other funs, and his 
daughter, both died without ilfue) George, Duke of 
Buckingham, well remembered for his wit, his dif- 
folutenefs, and his extravagance, who died in a poor 
cottage in Yorkfhire, without iffue, April 16, 16S7, 
after having wafted his eftate all manner of ways* 
The father was the fecond fon of Sir George Villiers, 
cf\Brokc(by, in Leiceiterlhire, Knight, by his fecond 
wife, and Sir Edward Villiers, Knight, his fecond fon 
by his firft marriage, was anceftor to the Vifcounts 
and Earls of Grandifon, of the furname of Villiers, 
and alfo the prcfent Earl of Jerfey.— Creations.

Robert, the firlt Earl of Oxford, 
of this family, who was born oa Dec. 5, :66», eciur 
catedat afchool atShilton, near SikrlordjOxiordlliire, 
which, though a private ichool, was remarkable for 
producing, at the lame time, a lord high treafurer, 
(Earl of Oxford,) a lord high chancellor, (Lord Har- 
court,) a lord chief juiUce of the Common- pleas, 
(Lord Trevor,) and ten members of the Uoufe of 
Commons, who were ail contemporaries, as well at 
fchool, as in parliament. At the Revolution, Li 
conjunction with h'S father ke niifed a troop of ; 
horfe, at their own expence, and otfered their fer^ . 
vices to reitore the pub ic liberty. Ai'ter the acctf- 
fion of King W illiam and Queen Mary, he fen ed in 
parliament for J regony, ; in Cornwall, and then for 
Kadr.or, from 1690, till he was created a peer, and 

was a very aftiw member on all occafions, and , 
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fpeaker of the Houfe of Commons in the two laft 
parliaments of King William, and the firlt of Queen 
Anne. In 1704, he was fworn of her privy-council, 
and May 18 following one of her principal fecre- 
taries of ftate. In 1706, he was one of the commif- i 
iioners for treating of an Union with Scotland 5 in | 
17 10 he was conftituted a commitfioner of thetrea- 
fury, and chancellor and under treafurer of the Ex- , 
chequer. In order to fatisfy all public debts and de- 
ficiencies, he formed thefcheme to eftablifh the South 
Sea company, upon which he was created Baron 
Harley, of Wigmore, in Herefordftiire, Earl of Ox- 
ford, and Earl Mortimer, with remainder, in cafe 1 
of wanting iflue male, to the heirs male of Sir Ro- 
bert Harley, his grandfather. On May 29, 171 1, 
he was appointed lord high treafurer of Great-Bri- 
tain, and Aug. 15, the fame year, was chofen go- 
vernor of the South-Sea company. The next year 
he was elc£ted a Knight of the Garter. On July 27, 
17 14, he refigned the ftaff of lord high treafurer into 
her Majefty's hands, who died on Aug 1, the fame 
year. July 16, the fame year, he was impeached by 
the Commons, and fuffered a long confinement in j 
the Tower, till July 1, 17.17, when, after a public 
trial, he was unanimoufly acquitted by his Peers.

D. fucceeded George, the late Earl, his father, 
on March 1 7, 1 764, having married, on Dec. 1, 1 749, 
his coufm Mary, eldeft daughter of Sir William 
Heathcote, of Hurfley in Hampfliire, Eart. by whom 
htfhas ifl'ue a fon and two daughters, viz. George, 
Lord Vilcount Parker, and the Ladies fclizabeth and 
Mary. His Lordlhip was born on Oct. 12, 1723, and 
has one brother, the hon. George Lane Parker, born 
Sept. 6, 1724, captain of a company in the foot- 
guards, with the rank of colonel. 'J his noble Kail 
jis defcendtd from Thomas 1 aikcr, v*ho fiourilhed 
in the reign of King Edward lit. and then pofitfleri 
the manor of Lees, near Norton, in t lie c< unty <,f 
Derby, which ftill retains the name of Norton-l et-s. 
Thomas, Easl of Macclesfield, grandfather of the 

ftrcfent Karl, was eminent in the profeflion of the 
aw, and appointed one of Queen Anne^s connci' 5 on 
JuneR, 170s, he was called 10 the degree of ill j ant 
at law, and gave as the motto to the rings he deli- 
vered to Queen Anne and the Prince of Denmark, on 
that occaiion, Mcrihus, Armi'> L^ibus.

Thomas Howard, Earl of Effingham, Lord 
Howard, born Jan. 13, 1746-7, fucceeded hi* father 
Thomas, the late Earl, on N6V, 1 g, 1763 . ' His Lord- 
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flrip has a brother, the hon. Richard Howard, born 
Feb. 21, 1748, and three filters, the Ladies Elizabeth, 
Anne, and Maria. This noble Earl is descended 
from the Lord William Howard, fon of Thomas, the 
fecond Duke of Norfolk, whofe fon Charles, Lord 
Howard of Effingham, commanded the royal navy 
which defeated the Spanifli Armada in 1588. For, 
as Camden writes, the Queen having a great opinion 
of his fortunate conduft, and well knowing him to 
be Ikillful in maritime affairs, wary and provident, 
valiant and courageous, induftrious and aftive 5 and 
that by the fweetnefs of his behaviour, and by his 
bravery and conduft, he was of great authority and 
efteem among the feamen, fhe committed to him the 
command of the whole fleet : with which, as before 
mentioned, he had the honour of faving his country, 
by difperfing, and totally ruining, that fleet, which 
the Spaniards had fondly boafted to be invincible, 
and had been three whole years fitting out at a vaft 
expence; and thereby gained immortal honour to 
himfelf and family. For which great fervice the 
Queen not only fettled a penfion upon him, but ever 
afcer confidered him as a perfon born for the pre- 
servation of his country. And when in 1596, the 
38th year of her reign, on a report of the Spaniards 
again attempting to invade England, a fleet was 
equipped of 150 (hips, with land forces on board, he 
was made commander in chief at fea, and the Earl 
of Effex at land ; in this expedition they took 
Cadiz j and his fervice therein was fo greatly efteem- 
ed by the Queen, that, on Oft. 22, the fame year, 
flie advanced him to the dignity of Earl of Notting- 
ham, (being defcended from the Mowbrays, whereof 
fome had been Earls of that county,) becaufe, as his 
patent fets forth, " That by the vi6k>ry obtained 
•« anno 1588, he had fecured the kingdom of Eng. 
" land from the invaiion of Spain, and other im- 
u pendent dangers j and did alfo, in conjunction 
« with our deai-.coulinKobect, Earl .q| Effis*> feize 
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u by force tHf ifle, and ftrongly fortified city of Cales t 
w in the faithelt pait of Spain j and diui likewiie en- 
M tirely rout and defeat another fleet of the King of 
** % v pain prepared in that port againlt this kingdom v% 
In the lame year he was appointed juiiice itinerant 
of aU the forcits South of 1 lent. In 41 iil.z. he W38 
m de commander of the fix thoufand forces railed 
qi\ the apprehend on of the & art of Eiicx arriving 
from Ireland with rebellious d-ugiis; and in 44. Kli*. 
on the Eul of Eliex's inlun t&ion, he was lent to 
reduce Drury-houfe, whither that Earl had ret. red, 
which *as (bon furrendered to him. That fime 
year he was conttituted one of the commiflioners for 
executing the olfice of earl marihal of England. 
V\ hen the Queen, declining in her Ifcrength, removed 
to Richmond, (where (he died March 24, 1602-3,) 
fhe laid to the lord admiral, " My throne has been 
4< held by Princes in the way of fucceflion, and ought 
u not to go to any but my next and immediate 
" htir." And before her. death, being. deputed with 
the lord keeper and iecretary to wait upon the Queen 
for an explanation, {he declared the King of icots 
to be her neareit kinfman and i'ucceilbr. On the ac- 
ceffion of that Prince he was continued in his poll- of 
lord high admi: al, and was lord high fteward of Eng- 
land at his coronation, July 15^ 1603. He was alio 
fent ambalfador into Spain, w^t$ appointed one 
of the corpmifliqners to treat of an union between 
England and Scotland. On the marriage of the 
Prinotfs Elizabeth to the Elefitor Palatine, Feb. 14*. 
1612-13, & e was conduced between l\im and the 
Duke of Lenox from tjhe ofeaj^l, he fcad the 
honqiM- to/condu^k her y>i*h;a rjoyfll #avy to Fjulhi^ijg.

Notwithitanding his long enjoy- 
ment of fo profitable a pott, he left np gre.»t efta.te, 
having lived in a rnoft fplendid and magnificent 
manner, keeping leven (landing houfes at the fame 
time; and expended in feveral public fervices great 
funis out of his private fortuoe, for the good of his 
country. By his firft wife Catherine, daughter of 
Henry Cary, Lord Hun felon, he had iiTue two fbns, 
(the iecond of which, Charles, fucceeded him in his 
honours,) and three daughters. By his fecond, Mar- 
garet, daughter of James Stuart, Earl of Murray, in 
Scotland, he had iffue two fons, James, who died 
young, and Sir Charles Howard, knt. fucceffor to 
his half brother Charles, in the title of Earl of Not- 
tingham.

Sir Robert Walpole, 
grandfather of the Earl of Orford, was born Aug. 
26, 1674, and chofen to repnefent the Borough of 
KingVLynn in parliament, in 1700, and ferved for 
that corporation in every parliament, excepting the 
interval of one fefTion of the third parliament of 
Great Britain, when he was expelled the houfe and 
lent to the Tower, until he was created an Earl. 
In June, 1705, he was commiflioned to be one of the 
council for the affairs of the admiralty to Prince 
George of Denmark, lord high admiral of England 5 
and in 1707 conftituted fecretary at war 5 and tiea- 
furer of the navy in 1709-10. When Dr. Sacheverel 
was impeached, he was chofen one of the managers 
of the houfe of commons, to make good the articles 
of impeachment ag&inft him. He was removed from 
his employments in Auguft 17 10, and was not in 
any office during the reft of the Queen's reign. On 
the acceffion of George I. he was made pjymafter of 
the guards and garrifons at home, and of the forces 
abroad, on Sept. 23, 1714; and Oft. 1, the fame year, 
was fworn of the privy-council. On Oft. 10,1715, he 
was conftituted firftlord commiffioner of thetreafury 
and chancellor of the exchequer 5 and in the lame 
year wa3elefted chairman of the committee of fecre- 
cy, appointed by the houfe of commons to enquire 
into theconduft of thofe evil minifters," that brought 
tc a reproach on the nation, by the unfuitable con- 
" clufion of a war, which was carried on at fo vaft an 
u expence, and. was attended with fuch unparalleled 
" fuccelfes." On April' 10, 17 17, he refigned his high 
offices } but on June 4, 1720, he W3s conftituted pay- 
mafter-general of all his Majefty's forces, and on 
April 4, 1721, firft lord commiflioner of theTreafury, 
and chancellor and under-trealurer of the exchequer. 
Ja 1 72 3 be wsu conftituted one *f> th* fords juftice* 
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for the adminiftration of the government, and fole 
fecretary of ftate, during the abfenceof Lords Town- 
fiiend and Carteret, who went with their Sovereign to 
Hanover. In 1725 he was elefted a Knight of the 
Bath, with Prince William, (the late Duke of Cum- 
berland,) and feveral other Xords, and other great 
perlonages, and was alfo one of the lords juftices the 
fame year. In 1726, he was elected a Knight of the 
Garter, and inftalled at Wind for, June 16. In 1727 
he was again one of the lords juftices in his Majefty's 
abfence the laft time he went to Hanover. On the 
acceflion of the late King, he was continued in all 
his high polls, and was chofen a governor of the 
Charter-houfe, and at the coronation attended as a 
privy counfellor anJ Knight of the Garter, in the 
full habit and collar of that moll noble order, &c. 
Sec. In the firft feflion of that parliament which 
met Dec. 4, 1741, finding a ilrong party againft him 
In the nation, as well as in the parliament, he re- 
figned all his places, and was created Baron Hough- 
ton, Vifcount Walpole, and Earl of Orford, to him 
and his heirs male. He afterwards, the enquiry into 
his condu6l being dropped, or rather fufpended, 
lived a very retired life, enjoying reft from his la- 
bours, the Iweets of private friendlhip, and theefteem 
and love of his Sovereign ; but being much afflifted 
with that excruciating diforder the ftone, it at length 
put a period to his life, in the 70th year of his age, 
at his houfe in Arlington-ftreet, St. James's, on 
Sunday, March 18, 1745 6. It muft be laid of him, 
that he was as great a minifter as ever this nation 
produced, a friend to liberty and the native rights 
of mankind, though the neceffities of the times might 
put him upon meafures of government, which were, 
in fome refpe&s detrimental to our conftitution. He 
married to his firft wife Catharine, daughter of John 
Shorter, of Bybrooke in Kent, Efq; by whom he had 
ifTue three fons and one daughter, viz. Robert, the 
late Earl, created in his father's life- time Lord Wal-

fliips of Aillot, &c. &c. in Provence. The family had 
a title to the firft pofls of the ftate ; but, being prote; 
ftants, v/ere obliged to relinquifh foch Mattering proi- 
p fts. His Lordfhip and two of his brothers were' 
brought over to England very young, by their excel- 
lent mother, who preferred a foreign country, where 
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liberty of confcience was allowed, to her native and 
milder climate. The two latter, after well remembered 
faithful and honourable fervices to the nation, died, 
one a major and the other colonel of a regiment. 
The col. leftiflue one fon, col. Ed. Ligonier, aid-de- 
camp to the king, and colonel of a comp. in the ift 
regiment of Foot-guards, who ferved with great re- 
putation during the late war in Germany.

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THE great offices of ftate being generally ex- 
ecuted by the nobility, I lhall give my readei 
* brief account of the duty, &c. of thofe offices. ! 

Lord High Steward of E?igland.~] Called by 0111 
lawyers, Magnus Anglic Senefchallus, is the firfl 
great officer of the crown, being, as it were, tta 
King's lord lieutenant, whofe power was fo great, 
that it was, at length, thought fit to truft it nc 
longer in the hands of a fubjea:. Henry of Boling- 
broke, afterwards Henry IV. was thelaft that enjoy- 
ed the inheritance of this office. Since that time. 
Lords ftewards have been only appointed pro hac 
vice, either at a coronation, or for the trial of a peel 
or peerefs for a capital crime. 

Lord High Chancellor J] He is always fpeaker ol 
the houfe of lords, and is chief of all magiftracies it 
the kingdom, in civil affairs, after the king and 
princes of the blood, as the archbifliop of Canter- 
bury is in matters ecclefiaftical. He prefides ovei 
the court of chancery, all patents, warrants anc 
commiffions ceming from the king, are peiufed b 
him. He is a privy counfellor by his office, and ha! 
the gift of all the church livings, under %o\.pe* 
annum, in the king's books. His falary is 7000 li 
per annum. 

Lord High Treafurer.^ He has under his govern- 
ment all the king's revenue, kept in the exchequer, 
as alfo the checque of all officers, any way employ- 
ed in collediing imports, cuftoms, trioutes, or other 
revenues appertaining to the crpwn. He hath like- 
wife 
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ife the nomination pf ibe Eieheators in every cottft- 

f, and lets leafes of all the crown lands ; and in his 
ift are all the cu&omers, comptrollers and fearchers, 
i all the pores of EaglaiKl. Jt has been in .com- 
liffion ever fince the acaeffion of rthe Brunfwick fa- 
lily. fFiieialapyof tbe Avecomqiiflioners is x6ooh 
erann. each. 

The Chanedlor itf itbe Exchequer,] basthecuftody 
f the exchequer lea!, and fuperintendency over the 
reafury rolls iaud the oHkes of comptroller of the 
ipe, clerk*>f ihe pleas, *and clerk of the n;chils,are 
q his gift ; and, >as under treafurer, he has the gift 
»f the twoappraifers : of <*hecourt. 
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o the King the -federal tranfatf ions there, when his 
4*jefty has , bean rabfent from the council. 

Lord Privy Seal.'] He is an.oUicer of great truft ; 
or *ll .charters, a od (grants of theiKing, all pardons, 
S*c. &c. and all matters of fraaller concern, which 
io not pafs the *gr eat leal, pafs through his hands ; 
nit'firft*hey<muft pafs the lignet, in the fecretary's 
rfhee, which, being 'directed to the lord privy 
Teal, is his warrant for affixing* the privy feal to the 
^rant, and fthe privy feal is an authority to the lord 
:hancellor \or iord keeper, to pjafs the great feal, 
when the nature *>f the grant requires it. 

MordGr*at t Chamberlain \of- England ] He claims, 
ft '.the coronation of ^every King or Queen, 40 ells of 
primfon velvet for h : s own robss ; and on the coro- 
nation day, before the King nfes, he brings his fliirt, 
coif, and wearing cloaths ; and after the King is 
d rc/Ted by him, he claims his bed, with the furni* 
turetof Ids bed-chamber, and all the King's night 
apparel fojr his fees. On .'the* day of coronation, he 
carries- the.gloves and linen to be ufed by the King 
©n that occaGon. As alfo the fword, the gold to be 
offered by the J&inR, and the royal robe and crown ; 
arjd in the procellion he walks with his coronet and 
i: M white 
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white ftaff in his hand. He likewife undreffes aod^ 
attires the King with his robes, and ferves him that ' 
day, before and after dinner, with water to wafti his r/) 
hands, and has the bafon and towel for his fees. 
He finds all things fitting in the houfe of lords dur- 
ing the fitting of parliament ; for which end he has , 
an apartment near the houfe. He is governor of the>, 
palace, and he iflues out his warrants for the fitting*; 
and furnifhing of Weftminfter-hall againft coro- 
nations, and trials of peers, or others tried by peers, 
in parliament. When the King or Queen Roes to ihe> 
parliament, he difpofes of the fword of ftate, to be' 
carr ied by what lord he pleafes ; at which time he, 
goes himlelf before on the right hand of the fword, 
near to the King or Queen's perfon, and the earl, 
marfhal on the left. Upon all folemn occafions the, 
keys of Weftminfter-hali, the court of wards and 
court of requefts, are delivered to him, and the gen- 
tleman ufher of the black rod, the yeoman ufher and 
the door keepers, are then under his command. To 
him belong livery and lodging in the royal court,

and certaio fees due from each archbifhop and bi 
(hop, when they perform their homage or fealty 
the fovereign, and from all the peers of the realm, 
at their creation, or doing their homage. ThtJ 
office is hereditary in the noble family of the Ber 
ties, dukes of Ancafter and Kefteven. 

Lord High Canftable of England] His power anc 
jurifdidlion was anciently fo extravagant, that fiflce 
the death of Edward Stafford, duke ot Buckingham, 
in 15 ji, there has been no fuch office, except ati 
coronation, when a lord high conftable is created fa 
the day. 1 
Earl Marjbal of England] The earl marihal take 
cognizance of all matters of war and arms, whereii 
he is commonly guided by the civil law. With tto 
kings at arms, and heralds, he marfhals and order 
all proclamations and coronations of our kings *™ 
queens ; their marriages, funerals, cavalcades, roy^ 
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interviews, feafts, &c. and alfo when peace or war is 
proclaimed. He keeps a court of chivalry, in the com- 
mon hall of the college of arms, London, where the 
kings of arms, heralds, &c. (it as his council or affift- 
ants in their coats of arms, and he is judge to determine 
all difputes concerning defcents, pedigrees, efcutche- 
ons,&c. At a coronation he appears in his robes, with 
his coronet and ftaff in his hand, which latter is of 
gold, enamelled black at both ends, with the king's 
arms at the upper end, and his own at the lower. 
This office is hereditary in the dukes of Norfolk ; 
but the prefent being a Roman Catholic, the office 
is executed by deputy. 

i Lord High Admiral^ of England.'] He has the 
management of all maritime affairs, and the govern* 
ment of the royal navy, with power to decide all 
maritime cafes both civil and criminal. He judges 
all things done upon or beyond the feas, in any 
part of the world, upon the fea coafts, in all ports 
and havens, and upon all rivers beyond the firft 
bridge from the fea. By him admirals, vice and rear 
admirals, and all fea captains are commiflioned, all 
deputies for particular coafts, and coroners to view 
dead bodies found on the coafts, or at fea. He alfo 
appoints judges of the courts of admiralty, and to 
him belong, by law and cuftom, all penalties and a- 
merciaments of all tranfgreflbrs at fea, &c. &c. the 
goods of all pirates and felons condemned, fea 
wrecks, &c. and a fhare of all lawful prizes. Alfo 
all great fifties, as fea-hogs, and all other of extra* 

i ordinary bigneis, commonly called royal fifties, ex- 
cept whales and fturgeons. It has been long in corn- 
million, and the feven cpmraiflioners have iooo I. 
per annum each. 

Secretaries of Stated They are two, one for the 
northern province, and the other for the fouthern 
province, into which Europe is divided. They fend 
dire&ions to, and receive advices from all minifters 
abroad, in their feveral provinces j and diretf every 
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thing at hbWfe, Ibr r the churth, Crb#n, affttfy, itfi- 
Kri'a. private grift ts, pardons, difp&tfarfbns, &c. 
aVid petitions to the foveretgn, metttfriils frbm fo- 
feign rtimifters, afe by them received, anTWered and 
flifpatched, atieording tb the 'king's ci>mrnand . They 
have alfo the cuflbdy-bf the figriet. The paper of-

Steward of the Kings Hop/bold] He rules abd 
guides the' king V'cbii*t arid hbiifhold, and has au- 
thority over 'ill the officers' and ferVants thereof, ex- 
fcept thofe of the kibg's chapel, chamber and ftables ; 
at the beginning of parliaments he attfends thek?ag, 
rfnd adminiftefs the oaths of allegiance and ? fupre- 
trtacy to all the members df the 'houfe of t*6mm6i3S > 
shd at the fehd of ^arliartlerits^ he adjufls all j^ir- 
liitherttary v expences, '&c.

Cogere* of the HwjtholJl He is a white ftaff ofr

of feveral of his fervants, above and below ftairs, as 
alfo for provifions, by the dire&ion and allowance of 
the green-cloth : He likewife fits on trials and judg- 
ments, with the lord fteward, as the treasurer and 
comptroller do. 

Mq/Ier of the Horfe to the King.] He has the charge 
of ordering and dil'pofing all matters relating to the 
king's {tables, races, breed of horfes, &c. He bath 
the power of commanding the equerries, pages, 
footmen, grooms, riders or the great horfe, coach- 
men, farrier?, fmiths, fadlers, and all other officers 
and tradefn/en employed in the king's ftables, to all 
yhom he gives (or by his warrant to the avener) the 
oath of allegiance, &c. for the true and faithful 
difcharge of their duty. He has the charge of all 
lands and revenues appointed for the king's breed of 
horfes, for charge of the ftable, and for litters, 
coaches, fumpter horfes, &c. and hath the privilege, 
which no other fervant of the crown hath, of mak- 
ing life of the king's equipages, horfes, pages or 
footmen. At any folemn cavalcade, he has the honour 
to ride next behind the king, and leads a horfe of 
ft ate. 

Majleror Keeper of the Gnat Wardrobe.] This 
great office is an incorporation or body politic for 
ever, efhblifhed fo by James I. Belonging thereto, 
are divers tradefmen, artificers and others, to the 
number of fixty, who furnifli every thing from thenc* 
for coronations, marriages and funerals of the royai 
family ; furnifh the court with beds, hangings, 
cloths of ftate, carpets and other neceflaries ; houfes 
for ambafladors at their firft arrival ; prefents for 
foreign princes and ambafladors, cloths of eftate, 
and other furniture for the lord lieutenant of Ire- 
land, and all his majefty's ambafladors abroad, robes 
for the prelident of Wales, and foreign knights of 
the garter, alfo for thofe at home, and all the offi- 
cers of the garter ; coats for kings, heralds, aad 
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purfuivants at arms ; robes for the lord treafurer, 
-under treafurer and chancellor of the exchequer; 
livery for the lord chamberlain, grooms of the privy 
chamber, officers of robes, and feveral other of 
the king's fervants. Rich liveries for the two lords 
ehief juftices, all the barons of the exchequer, di? 
vers officers in thofe courts, and all liveries for his 
Majefty's fervantst Furniture for the yatchts and 
barges- 

Auditor of the Exchequer^ He files the bills of all 
the tellers, whereby they charge themfelves with 
all money received, and draws all orders to be figned 
by the lord treafurer (having firtt a warrant from 
him) for ifluing out all monies, by virtue of privy 
ieals, which are recorded by the clerk of the pells, 
and entered and lodged in the faid auditor's office. He 
makes debentures to the feveral perfons who have 
fees, annuities, or penlions, by letters patent from 
the king, out of the exchequer, and diredts them 
for payment to the tellers. He receives every day 
the ttate of the account of each teller, and weekly 
certifies, the whole to the lords of the treafury, who 
immediately prefent the eftimate or balance to the 
fovereign. 

T tikrs of the Exchequer?^ They receive all mo- 
nies due to the king, and thereupon throw down a 
bill through a pipe into the tally- court, where it is 
received by the auditor's clerk, who there attends to 
write the words of the faid bill upon a tally, and 
then deliver the fame, to be entered by the clerk of 
the pells, or his clerk ; which tally is then cloven 
by the two deputy chamberlains, who have their 
feafe, and whilft th£ fenior deputy reads the one 
part, the junior examines the other. There are 
four tellers. 

Treafurer of the Navy.'} He receives out of the 
exchequer, by warrant or the commiffioners of the 
treafury, all monies for paying the charges of the 
navy, by warrant from the principal officers thereof.

Of the KNIGHTS of the GARTER. 

Thfs- rtiblV noble* and^illtlfl&*iour order (if we con- 
fider eitfrer its' antiqaity, or the rtotfenefs of the per- 
fonages v that have bereft enrolled therein) excels and 
cutVits all other inflifution* of honour in the whofc 
worfd, and owes its original to the great hero of thai 
age, Edward lit who conquered France and Scot- 
land, and brought their Kings priforiers to Eng- 

ft began in 1350, the i4*h of his reigrf, viz. T19 
y^afs before the foundation of the order of St. Wi- 
diael,by Lewis XL King of France, 1469; 80 years be- 
fore the institution of the order of the Golden Fleece, 
by Philip IL the fecord duke of Burgundy, 1430; 
snd 190 before King James V. of Scotland reftored 
the Order of St. Andrew, or the Thiftle; and 109 
year? before the Order of the Elephanc was inffctutcd 
in Denmark. 

Krng Edward, uporrariewof recovering France, 
f which ^efcended to him by right of h s mother) 
made ft his bafcrtefs to draw the beft foldiers of Efr 
rope into hU irttereft, and thereupon projedlmg and 
feting up King Arthur's found table, he proclaimed 
a: folemn tilting, to invite foreigners of quality and 
courage to the excrcife. 

The pfece for the folemnity being fixed at Wmd- 
for, he upon new-year's day, in 1344* pubfifhed his 
royal letter* of protection for the ft ft coming and 
return of fuch foreign knights is had a mind to ven- 
ture their reputation at tfrofe jufte and tournament*, 

fting* WCrC t0 be h6ld 0h the 19th ° f J 4rmar * 
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Moreover, he provided a great fupper, to begin 
the folemnity ; and then ordaining this fe?ft to be 
annually kept at Whitfontide, he for that purpofe 
erected a particular building in the caftie, wherein 
he plated a round table of 200 iefct diametet, in 
imitation of King Arthur's at Wmchefter ; and there- 
at entertained the Knights, at his own expcnce of 
106 t per" week. 

This mighty fcnd invincible prince Edward, being 
endowed with great piety, commanded himfelf and 
his companions to the prote&ion of St. George of 
Cappadocia; whdfe fterents t>gjh£ Chriftians, af- 
forded hirii the advantage of beihg educated in that 
religion ; and he taking upon him the brofeffien of a 
foldief, vrti made a tribune or colonel (in Paleftine, 
his mother^ country) in which poft he behaving hiir- 
felf with grfeat courage and conduit, he was preferred 
to higher ftaticnS in the Army, by the emperor Dio- 
clefian ; but the faid St. George afterwards complain- 
ing of the faid emperor for his feverities agaihlt the 
Chriftians, and arguing in their defence, h€ wafc 1 there- 
upon ifti£rifon{id and cruelly treated ; arid the em- 
peror perceiving h ; s conftancy to the Ghriftiart9 Xvas 
not to be fhaken, he was, on the ajd-of April anno 
ago, drawn through the city and beheaded; and 
thus he received the crown of martyrdom. And 
that his memory might be ftill continued, King Ed- 
ward gave his companions, for part of their daily ha- 
bit, the image of the faid faim, (fitting on horft?- 
back, encountering the dragon with a tilting fpear) 
appendant to a blue ribband, continually to be worn 
about their necks. 

In 1347* the faid kin& ifTuing out his garter for the 
figrial of a Battle that was crowned with fuccefs 
{which is fuppofed to be the battle of CrefTy) where 
he took John the French king prifoner, and brought 
him to England ; at which time he had alfo prifoner, , 
David king 6f Scots, ; as bfcforfc-mefitioned; and Ed- t 

ward his inn. thp Blark nrinrp. <*xnellina the rebe 
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of Caftile, and enthroning Don Pedro, their lawful 
r king ; he, upon thefe mighty and glorious exploits, 
inftituted this order, giving the garter preheminence 
amongft its enfigns, whence the feledl number, whom 
he incorporated into a fraternity, were ftiled, Equites 
Aure# Perifcelidis, viz. Knights of the golden gar- 
ter.

1 . Of the KNIGHTS of the BATH. 

The order of the Bath, fo called from their bath* 
ing ufed before they .were created, was firft inftitut- 
ed at the coronation of king Henry IV. Anno 13991 
when he made forty-fix that were bathed in the 
tower ; and fince that time it has been cuftomary for 
kings and queens to create knights at their corona- 
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tion, marriages, births of princes, or an*y pther time 
of public rejoicing. Therefore his Majefty king 
George I. was pleafed to re-eftablifh the fame, and 
ereft it into a regular military ortler for ever, as fol- 
lows : ... 

The per fen, whilft receiving this honour, kneels 
before the king, who, after knighting him, puts a 
red ribband over his right fhoulder, and fo athwart 
his breaft and back, under his left arm, appendant 
thereto is the badge or fymbol of the order, (being 
a fcepter, rofe, thiftle, and three imperial crowns, 
conjoined within a circle, all of pure gold, and upon 
the circle this Motto, Tria junda in uno, and are 
daily worn by each knight companion) and while the 
faid knight is kneeling, garter king of arms adminifters 
the oath.
